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Bank rate highest in history 


OTTAWA (CP) — The 
Bank o( Canada moved Pri- 
day for the fifth time this 
year to boister a weak dollar 
by Increasing Its Interest rate 
on loans to the chartered 
banks to lt.2i per cent from 
*.S per cent, effective Mon¬ 
day 

The increase, the larmt of 
five so far this year, brings 
the rate to Its higbest level 
since the central bank was 
established in the depression 
days of 1>3S. 


The Ban' of Canada rale is 
usually a trend-setter for 
rates set by other financial 
institutions In the private 
sector for loans and bank ac¬ 
counts. 

Gerald Bouey, the bank's 
governor, said the interest 
rate gap between Canada and 
U.S. rates was narrow. 

Canada needs substantially 
higher interest rates than the 
U.S. to attract foreign capi¬ 
tal, mostly from the Uii., 


that would help support the 
value of the dollar. 

The action was taken as 
three-year-old federal con¬ 
trols on dividend payments 
by corporations ended and 
several major U,S. banks, in¬ 
cluding Citibank, the second- 
largest in the U.S., raised 
their interest rales. 

Bouey said since the last 
bank rate change on Sept. 11, 
interesi rales to the II.S. have 
risen substantially. 

Under the present circum¬ 


stances, Canada's balance of 
payments and the exchange 
rale for the dollar required a 
widening of the Interest rale 
ffsp. 

The country's deficit In bal¬ 
ance of payments, expected 
to be about U billlop this year 
for the third year In a row, 
has been cited as a major 
factor behind the dollar's 
weakness.

Mail dispute 
crisis peaks 
on Monday 


OTTAWA (CP) — The pos¬ 
tal crunch comes Monday, 
when the union will have a 
mandate from mpmbers to 
call a natHmal stnke and the 
govemroent will introduce a 
bill to order them back to 
work if they are off tbe Job. 

Postmaster-General Gilles 
Lamontagne threatened the 
back-to-work bill Friday, Just 
one day after the union was in 
a legal strike position. 

The government held off 
the introduction of the bill 
until Monday to give a new 
negotiallnt effort between 
the union and Acting Labor 
Minister Andre Ouellet a 
chance to work. 

While union president 
Jean-daude Parrot accepted 
the labor department's Inter¬ 
vention, he criticized the gov¬ 
ernment's swift move for 
threatening back-to-work leg- 
islation. 

Parrot, president of the 
23.IWt>-member Canadian 


Union of Postal Workers, said 
the union feels “that in the 
Interests of both postal work¬ 
ers and the public, it is criti¬ 
cal that the problema In the 
post office be resolved.” 

“And It is Impossible to 
achieve a resolutkm by shov¬ 
ing the problems under a 
blanket of repressive legisla¬ 
tion that deprives workers of 
their legal rights.” , 

Postal workers In several 
centres, mostly in eastern 
Canada, walked off their Jobs 
Friday before the union's ex¬ 
ecutive Issued a national 
strike call. 

Parrot met Ouellet briefly 
Friday afternoon and agreed 
to talk again Monday after 
consulting other executives 
of his union on the weekend. 

While Parrot and Ouellet 
were meeting. Prime Minis¬ 
ter Trudeau t^ a high school 
audience “I give you my 
word that postal workers 
will be order^ back to their 
Jobs if strikes continue" 



Battle of documents 

A collision course 
in Mountie probe 


OTTAWA (CP) - The 
McDonald commission Into 
RCMP wrongdoing set Itself 
on a collision course with the 
government Friday, declar 
ing it alone will decide wheth 
er cabinet documents about 
the force should be made 
public. 

At the same time Prime 
Minister Trudeau was telling 
1.100 high school students 
that the cabinet alone will 
decide which documents the 
commission can see, the 
commission firmly rejected 
that argument. 

"It la for the commission, 
and not for any other author¬ 
ity to decide," Justice David 
McDonald of Alberta said In a 
hearing called specially to 
deliver his decision In this 
dispute with the govern¬ 
ment. 

He repeated that "the gen¬ 
eral principle guiding the 
commission will be the desir¬ 


ability of hearing evidence In 
public.” 

Trudeau, at a question-and- 
answer session while cam¬ 
paigning for former Liberal 
cabinet minister Bryce 
Mackasey in Ottawa Centre, 
said “I don't feel that the 
public has a right to know 
everything.” 

He reiterated his govern¬ 
ment's position that any com¬ 
mission hearings dealing 
with “confidential govern¬ 
ment papers” must be held 
behind closed doors. "That 
has been our position from 
the outset and that will re¬ 
main our position.” 

The commission Is inde¬ 
pendent of the government 
and cannot be directed by a 
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minister or even by the cabi¬ 
net. McDonald said. The only 
way the government could 
limit the commission's man¬ 
date to Investigate Illegal 
RCMP activities is by issuing 
a new order-in-council spe¬ 
cifically prohibiting it froin 
investigating certain areas', 
be said. 

Government lawyers Jo¬ 
seph Nuss and Michel Ro¬ 
bert. who argued before the 
commission last week, would 
not say whether the govem- 
meot U considering this type 
of action. 

They refused to discuss 
what steps, if any, the gov¬ 
ernment might take. 

Spokesmen for Justice 
Minister Otto Lang and So¬ 
licitor-General Jean-Jacques 
Blais said the ministers will 
study the Judge's decision 
this weekend before making 
any comment 

Nuss and Robert argued 
last week that if the solicitor- 
general says making certain 
evidence public would harm 
national security, tbe com¬ 
mission has to accept his 
word. 

Tte commission's interpre- 
tatlSb of its mandate is that 
"It is for the commission to 
reach Its own conclusion.” 
Tbe three commissioners 
said they would give “careful 
cooalderation and substantial 
weight” to any reasonable 
arguments made by cabinet 
ministers, but “the decision

Thalidomide 
victim 
gives birth 


GRIMSBY, England (Reu 
ter) — Elaine Dale, an 18- 
.vear-oid thalidomide victim, 
hecame a mother Friday, the 
first British victim of the de¬ 
forming drug to bear a 
child. 

A hospital spokesman in 
this northeastern England 
towa said the baby girl was 
normal and doing well. TV 
mother, who had been bom 
with no arms, also was doing 
well. 

.She was among hundreds of 
children in Britain and other 
countries who were bora 
without limbs or with other 
deformities after their moth¬ 
ers took the drug during preg¬ 
nancy. Tbalidomide was 
withdrawn in 1981. 

In London, Dr. Philip ()ui- 
bell, medical officer to the 
trust fund set up for thalido¬ 
mide victims, said medical 
experts had expected the 
baby to be normal 

"niere is no risk at all of 
transmission of the effects of 
the drug.” he said. “Any of 
the girls or boys who marry 
will have perfectly healthy 
and normal children—this is 
very reassuring.” 


Young said the province

Fraser said Friday that the 
B.C. government and Its real 
estate arm, the B.C. Build¬ 
ings Corporation, will pay $7. 
344.6$6 in municipal and re¬ 
gional taxes this year. 

Tbe minister said in a news 
release this Is $4.2 million 
more than was paid by the 
province last year. The aver¬ 
age Increase for the individ¬ 
ual municipality works out to 
136 per cent. 

He said the increase results 
from the government's new 
policy of paying grants 


equivalent to full municipal 
and regional district levies on 
all qualifying properties it 
owns. 

Fraser, the minister re¬ 
sponsible for the buildings 
corporation, said the same 
standard applied by the 
municipality in assessing 
other commercial and busi¬ 
ness properties now is used 
on government property. 

The minister said the 
grants range from a low of 
$109.63 for Della to $2,020.- 
681.31 for Victoria, an in¬ 
crease of 162 per cent over 
1977. Vancouver gets $1,661,- 
000 .

Carrier ad met by ‘sexisV cry

A "boys-only" advertise¬ 
ment that appeared In Fri¬ 
day morning's Colonist has 
drawn a loud protest from 
human rights workers and 
women's groups. 

Tbe human rights branch 
Is Investigating the adver¬ 
tisement, acco^lng to depu¬ 
ty director Reg Newkirk, fol¬ 
lowing official complaints 
lodged with the branch. He 


said the ad contravenes tbe 
Human Rights Code because 
it Is aimed at boys only, and 
is “damn sick” because H 
seeks to reduce the parent- 
child relationship to econom¬ 
ics. 

The quarter-page adver¬ 
tisement. headed “How te 
bring your sea's world a little 
closer to your own,” ap¬ 
pealed to fathers to enlist 
their sons as newspaper car¬ 
riers. It was, said circulation 
director Roy Coniie. intend 


ed to draw attention to and 
to enhance tbe father-son re¬ 
lationship. 

Although the advertise¬ 
ment Is aimed at fathers, and 
says '"This opportunity Is 
available to boys who are 12 
years oM or older,” it was not 
intended to imply that girls 
need not apply, (3omrie said. 
In fact, the newspaper em¬ 
ploys girls as carriers. Past 
ads have shown both boys 
and girls as carriers. 

Comrie said he had bad 


some complaints about the 
ad from women. It showed, 
he said, that the ad was 
drawing attention. The ad 
was the last of a series of 
promotional series, and was. 
be felt, “effective,'' 

The main thing was to get 
across the message that car 
riers are needed. “We'll take 
almost anyone—boys, girls, 
or adults" 

One problem with the ad. 
according to Newkirk, was 
that it circumscribed occupa 


lional opportunities for girls 
in Victoria, restricting the 
carrier field to boys. "There 
Isa sexual discrimination as¬ 
pect to the ad which as a 
human rights worker and as 
the parent of a daughter and 
a son I am concerned about." 
he said. 

Another matter of concern 
to Newkirk was the effect 
upon mothers who are single 
parents, since only fathers

The fast yacht easily out¬ 
paced Romanian coast guard 
vessels sod the group 
resched Istanbul safely, the 
newspaper said.

"The prominence of the ad 
blows out of all proportion 
the father-son relation^p." 

He noted that the ad, in 
part, invited fathers to get in 
touch with a circulation rep¬ 
resentative for an appoint¬ 
ments—"You'll talk directly 
to one of the men who will 
supervise your son." 

"Is that an Indication,” he 
asked, “that on the staff of 
the Cofonist women ate not 
to supervise carriers?” 

(The Victoria Press circu¬ 
lation departments has one 
woman district manager but 
she works for the Times). 

NesrUrk said that most 
progressive thinkers today 
are concerned about stereo¬ 
typed male and female 
roles. 

“There is more to being a 
man than being a competi¬ 
tive moneymaker,” he said. 

"It Is regrettable and damn 
sick that the precious rela¬ 
tionship of a parent to a 
child or children could even

Norrie Preston of the fed¬ 
eral advisory council on 
women dubb^ the ad a 
“cheap exploitation of a le- 
latiooshlp.

to deliver papers. 

“This presumes that only 
boys are going to need prac¬ 
tical skills In life. The irony 
is that one of the necessary 
practical skills for living Is 
the ability to make decisions, 
but this ad tells the father to 
make the decision, along with 
some other man.” 

Shirley Nordstrum of the 
Victoria Status of Women Ac¬ 
tion Group said the ad was 
“absolutely sick”. 

The ad stressed the com¬ 
petitive Dsture of the busi¬ 
ness world, the need to "leant 
how to make a dollar ... to 
discover the effort required 
to earn It... to value and 
respect Its worth. 

“We should have learned 
by now that co-operation Is 
more vital than ever rather 
than competition in today's 
complex world. 

“It is sick to be encourag¬ 
ing fathers to be encouraging 
sons to move into that stereo¬ 
typed macho role of competi¬ 
tion.” 


VANCOUVER (CP) - A letter written by 
an RCMP personnel officer to would-lw 
recruits appesrs to indicate that French- 
speaking applicants ate placed in jobs be¬ 
fore English ones. 

"The national waiting list, to which your 
name has been added, has been split into 
three areas.” reads the letter signed by 
Insp. W. S. Craig, a staffing and personnel 
officer at the RCMP detachment here. 

“This means that If you were classified at 
the time of your staffing interview as bi- 
iingual or unilingual FOL—first official lan¬ 
guage Frencb—your wailing period prior to 
engagement could be very short.” 

English-speaking recruits, the letter con¬ 
tinues, may face a waiting period be¬ 
yond the usual 10 to II months. 

“If you speak only unilingual French, your 
chances are certainly belter,” said RCMP 
spokesman Lea Holmes, referring to the let¬ 
ter. 

"It is official policy and we are just 
obliged to follow it.” 

Supl. John Beniham of the RCMP liaison 
branch In Ottawa said the Craig letter 
was corrected In a subsequent letter issued 
from Ottawa. 

"If you are asking what our policy is there 
certainly Is a preference given to bilingual 
capabtldes,” Bentham said. 

“As for unilingual candidates, they are 
regarded exactly the same whether they 
speak only English or only French.” 

Both official and unofficial RCMP .sources 


say that new French-speaking recruits are 
not pul Into situations where their lack of 
English is a handicap. 

Constable Mike Pegler, U, of the RCMP 
detachment in nearby Surrey, said all 
rookies are accompanM by other members 
for about six months before they start 
operating on their own. 

(Constable Gilbert Bouffard, 21, formerly 
of Matane, ()ue., stationed In Surrey, said Im 
knows about 40 French-speaking officers in 
the Vancouver area. 

“I wu the worst,” said Constable Pierre 
Girard, 22, formerly of Longueuil, Que., 
speaking In a rapid, fluent English. 

“You should have interviewed me four 
months ago. I did three months' training 
(accompanying an English member) be¬ 
cause of it. 

“The worst part of my job is the paper 
work. I still cannot write (English) too 
good.” 

Girard said he would prefer to work In 
Central Canada but knew when he applied he 
would have to work In English. 

“I am really happy now to speak both 
languages.” he said. 

Girari said he has already testified in a 
traffic violation case, but “I don't know 
about when I will have to go Into court with a 
defence lawyer.” 

He said that once, before be could speak 
eaough English, he was dispatched alone to 
handle a domestic dispute. However, Girard 
said he spoke softly and the disputants 
helped him rope with the language gap.

Soviet UN officials guilty of spying 


NEWAHK, N.J. (AP) — Two Soviet employees of the 
United NitioDS were coovicted FriiUy of attempting to pass 
U& defence secrets to their homeland. 

A Jury of eight men and four women returned the guilty 
terdlcts on all charges after nine hours of deliberation. 

V ui. District Ju^ Frederick Lacey said Valdlk Enger. 
39. and Rudolf Chemyayev, 43. will remain free in the 
custody of Soviet amtassador Anatoly Dobrynin at least 
until Monday when Lacey will decide wither they should be 
imprisoned until they are sentenced Oct. 30. 

Despite a second letter from Dobrynin guaranteeing 
their presence at any court session, “they have demonstrat¬ 


ed they bold no love for this country and would do everything 
they could to destroy It,” Lacey said. 

“I have never as a Judge presided over a case where the 
evidence of guilt was so overwhelming." Lacey said. “But 
the defendants were outsmarted from the beginning by the 
brilliance of counter-intelligence efforts by the FBI." 

Enger and Chemyayev face life in prison on convictions 
of conspiracy to obtain secret defence information, espio¬ 
nage and conspiracy to deliver documents to the Soviet 
government. 

The case has caused friction between the Soviet Union 
and the United States. On Friday a man in the courtroom 


who would identify himself only as a Soviet consular official 
told a reporter: “This whole trial will not serve the course of 
Soviet-American relations.” 

The two men. arrested May 30. were freed without bail 
shortly afterwards on a guarantee from Dobrynin that they 
would remain in the United States for trial. 

In his summation. U.S. Attorney Robert Del Tufo de¬ 
scribed the defendants' actions as “like sharks attacking the 
bait” in efforts to obtain secrets from a double agent, navy 
Lt.-Cmdr. Arthur Lindberg. who was really working for the 
FBI and Naval Investigative Service.

Sterile woman recipient 

Embryo move set 


BOSTON (AP) — A Chicago doctor said 
Friday he will artificially implant in a ster¬ 
ile woman an egg fertilised with her bus- 
band's sperm in the womb of another 
woman. 

Dr. Randolph Seed, a professor at North¬ 
western University Medical School, said 
he plans to open a fertility clinic, where'tbe 
first human pregnancy by the new tech¬ 
nique would be accomplished within six 
months. 

Seed outlined the procedure in a speech 
before the U.S. Ethics Advisory Board, 
which held a hearing in Boston on test tube 
babies. 

His technique provides for a woman to 
anonymously donate her egg, fertilised by 
artificial insemination, to a childless cou- 
ple. 

Seed, who developed the technique with 
his brother. Richaid Seed, said the tech¬ 
nique "will be of substantial benefit to many 
couples who have (be capacity to be cap¬ 
able and loving parent^ Init who are medi¬ 
cally unable to have children on their 
own" 

The method, called artificial embryona- 
tion, requires no surgery, and Seed said the 
egg donor and the mother-to-be never 
meet. 


Seed said the new procedure has been 
made possible by the development of a 
flushing technique which allows the non-sur- 
gical removal of a fertilized egg from 
a newly pregnant woman. The process has 
been successfully tried 139 times in animals, 
he said. 

Seed said: “The child carries the genetic 
characteristics of the father and the donor 
female but is registered by the recipient 
mother, and no reference is made of the 
transplant on the birth certificate.” 

Seed is on the staffs of Grant Hospital. 
Northwestern Memorial Hospital and lake¬ 
side Veterans Administration Hospital, all 
in Chicago. His brother. Richard, is techni 
cal director of the Embryo Transplant Corp. 
near Elgin, HI., which produces embryo 
transplants in cattle. 

The hearings, ordered by Health Secre¬ 
tary Joseph Califano Jr., were held to shape 
policy on financing federal research on test 
tube fertilization of babies. 

Federal money for such research was 
suspended three years ago because of ethi¬ 
cal questions involved. However, two test 
tube babies, one in England and one in India, 
have been born in recent months.

TURIN, Italy (AP) - 
After an unprecedented 
series of scientific tests, 
the mysterious Holy 
Shroud was returned to 
its closed silver casket 
Friday. 

The shrond, which 
bears the image of a 
bearded man with the 
wounds said to have been 
suffered by Christ in the 
crucifixion, was subject¬ 
ed to five days of photo¬ 
graphic, electromag¬ 
netic. x-ray and other 
testing. 

Kenneth Stevenson, an 
American computer ex¬ 
pert acting as a spokes¬ 
man for the SO-member 
U.S.'Italian scientific 
team, said Friday it will 
lake six to eight months 
before the outcome of the 
tests can be announced. 

“Many laboratory 
checks and a global con¬ 
sideration of tests must 
be done before issuing 
any final Judgment." he 
said, w 

The tests were author¬ 
ized by Turin's Archbish¬ 
op Anastasio Ballestrero 
in an effort to put an end 
to scientific controversy 
and speculation about the 
cloth's origin. The tests 
were made after a 43- 
day public display of the 
shroud that drew more 
than three million per¬ 
sons to the cathedral. 

On Friday the shroud 
was returned to the crypt 
where It has been kept for 
400 years since being 
transferred here from 
Chambery, France, by its 
owners, the old Italian 
royal family the Savoys. 

The scientists' m^or 
goals were to try to deter¬ 
mine how the image be¬ 
came imprinted on the 
linen and to estimate the 
age of the cioth through 
samples of dust, pollen 
and thread picked from 
the shroud. 


China will buy 
U,S. jumbo Jets 


TOKYO (UPI) — China has 
agreed to buy three Boeing 
747 Jumbo Jets from the Unit¬ 
ed States in what appears to 
be a first step toward estabi- 
lishing air service to Ameri¬ 
ca, a Tokyo newspaper said 
Friday. 

The business newspaper 
Nihon Keizai said its infor¬ 
mation came from sources in 
the Japanese avialion indus¬ 
try concerned about the pos¬ 
sible of emergence of (^ina 
as a factor in trans-Pacific 
aviation. 

The paper said China will 
buy three Boeing's 747SP 
m^els, which are capable of 
non-stop flights between Pek¬ 
ing and New York. It said a 
letter of intent has been 
signed by Civil Avialion Au¬ 
thority of China, the coun¬ 
try's sole airiine, and that the 
formal contract will be con¬ 
cluded in November. 

The planes are priced at 
about $47.37 million each. 

A Boeing spokesman in 
Seattle had no comment on 
the story. 

China's Civil Avialion Au¬ 
thority is believed to own 
about 300 planes, about half 
of them Soviet-made. It also 
has 38 British Trident Jets 
and 10 Boeing 707-330 models, 
purchased shortly after the 
United Stales and China 
began improving relations in 
1973. 

The United States still has 


not granted diplomatic recog¬ 
nition to China. However. 
United Air Lines already has 
applied for permission to 
start service between the two 
countries. 


Colombian 
guerrillas 
burn bus 

BOGOTA, Colombia (UPl) 
— Leftist guerrillas seized a 
bus Friday, passed out leaf¬ 
lets to the passengers, or¬ 
dered everyone out and then 
burned the vehicle to protest 
a government-decreed^fare 
increase. 

It was one of three inci¬ 
dents reported In Colombia 
Friday protesting the IS per¬ 
cent increase from the 
equivalent of 3.33 cents to 3.73 
cents. 

A communique issued by 
the Bogota fire department 
said the guerrillas identified 
themselves as members of 
the Broad Front of National 
Liberation, recently formed 
by three of Colombia's exist¬ 
ing guerrilla groups. 

The fire caused $30,000 
damage, the fire department 
said.'

invites 

Waldheim 

UNITED NA'nONS (AP) 
— Deputy Prime Minister 
long Sary of Cambodia said 
Friday he has invited United 
Nations Secretary-General 
Kurt Waldheim to visit the 
country and “see with his 
own eyes the truth of human 
rights charges" against its 
Communist government. 

A UN spokesman said 
Waldheim is considering the 
invitation. 

A Canadian report made to 
the UN Commission of 
Human Rights last month ac¬ 
cused the Cambodian govern¬ 
ment of “violating almost 
every article of the Universal 
Declaration of Human 
Rights." 

In addition, refugee groups 
have claimed up to three mil¬ 
lion Cambodians have died 
from Khmer Rouge brutality 
since 1975. 

In reply to questions, leng 
Sary told reporters that the 
country’s former ruler. 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk, is 
living comfortably In his pal¬ 
ace, that Western Journalists 
can visit the country and that 
Cambodia would welcome 
diplomatic relations with the 
United States. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
U.S. state department official 
invited Rhodesian Prime 
Minister Ian Smith on Friday 
to make official his expressed 
willingness to attend an all¬ 
party conference on Rhode¬ 
sia's future if no precondi¬ 
tions are set. 

“I hope he will say that to 
us.” said Assistant State Sec¬ 
retary Richard Moose after 
testifying before the senate 
foreign relations committee.' 

Smith had told senators 
Thursday that the United 
States insists on unaccept¬ 
able preconditions for his at¬ 
tendance at a conference to 
guide Rhodesia's transition 
to black-majority rule. 

Later Smith told reporters: 
“My only precondition is that 
there be no preconditions. 
What we have been opposed 
to is the conditions the 
Americans have been insist¬ 
ing on." 

“We don't want to quibble 
about who said what to 
whom.” Moose told report¬ 
ers. “What is important is 
that we capitalize on the re¬ 
ported decision of Mr. Smith 
to attend.” 

Smith and other members 
of the biracial, interim coun¬ 
cil that governs Rhodesia 
under the “internal settle¬ 
ment” of last March have 
been using their visit to the 
U.S. to present their case to 
the Carter administration, 
congress and the news 
media. 

Smith flew to California on 
Friday to continue his cam¬ 
paign. 

An aide to one ranking for¬ 
eign relations committee 


member said it is the com¬ 
mittee consensus that a “step 
forward" has been achieved 
if Smith is indeed willing to 
attend an all-parties confer¬ 
ence on the basis of no pre¬ 
conditions. 

Participants would include 
Joshua Nkomo and Robert 
Mugabe, the leaders of the 
Patriotic Front for the Liber¬ 
ation of Zimbabwe, the Afri¬ 
can name for Rhodesia. 


BEIRUT (AP) — Israeli reconnaissance planes flew 
over Beirut Friday while on the ground.

THE HOMEOWNER GRANT is brib¬ 

ery of numerous voters with their own money. In 
recent times this kind of vote-buying has been 
extended with introduction of the renter's 
grant. 

Every time money is extracted from the 
taxpayer to be simply cycled through the bu¬ 
reaucracy and returned as a grant it costs us 
dearly. It is also absurd unless, of course, you 
are a politician trying to win friends and influ¬ 
ence voters. 

Finding the political courage to end this sort 
of thing has been beyond any government since 
the homeowner grant was introduced by Pre¬ 
mier W.A.C. Bennett 21 years ago. 

Vic Stephens, the one-member Conservative 
Party in the legislature, says a PC government 
would end it. Maybe his chances of achieving 
power are so slim he reasons he has nothing 
to lose — but bully for him anyway. He’s put 
himself on the record and he probably hasn't 
helped his chances any by telling people be 
would take money away from them. That Is how 
many would Interpret loss of the homeowner 
grant. They forget where that money came from 
in the first place. 

Stephens says the grant would be eliminated 
In conjunction with an end to that portion of prop¬ 
erty taxes now collected to finance schools. 

“What is the logic or common sense in 
taking $600 In school tax away from the home- 
owner and then, because his taxes are too high, 
returning $280 to him through a homeowner 
grant?” he asks. “If taxes are too high, they 
should be reduced, not subsidized with our own 
nwney.” 

Amen. ' 

Stephens says the tax saving a homeowner 
will get from an end to the school tax will, in 
most cases, be more than he or she now gets 
from the grant. So, no need for the grant. 

He says the PCs would also end the sales tax. 
One could debate what economic consequences 
would follow if both sales tax and school taxes on 
property were no more. It might require a good 
deal more than the 10 per cent reduction of 
government spending he suggests. But it is hard 
to argue against ending the homeowner grant 
if school costs are ever taken off property 
taxes. 


Unsafe savings 

IS THERE ANYONE reading these words who 
couldn't find a bottle or two of pills, long unused 
but still tucked away in a cupboard somewhere 
around the house? 

We don’t throw pills away, first, because 
they cost money and second, because who knows 
when we'll need them again. 

It's a packrat syndrome which not only 
doesn’t make sense but is dangerous. Ten thou¬ 
sand times a year in British Columbia, people 
turn up at the emergency department of hospi¬ 
tals because someone in the family has been 
poisoned. In a third of these cases, children 
under age four have taken some of thew pills we 
don’t use but keep. 

The the health ministry of the provincial 
government is campaigning against this menace 
in our medicine chests. Apart from the hazard to 
children, the campaign makes the point that 
drugs deteriorate over time and some actually 
undergo a change in chemistry. 

This wo^while campaign is marred by a 
little silliness of its own. As an added incentive, 
people returning unused pills to their pharmacy 
for safe disposal can enter a draw for an all-ex- 
penses-paid trip to Mexico. 

If saving ourselves or our children from 
accidental poisoning isn’t enough incentive, an 
outside chance to visit Mexico — and perhaps 
need some pills for that country's well known 
Montezuma’s Revenge — isn’t likely to do It.

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The provinces have been the bully boys 


OTTAWA — The provinces ars the 
good guys sad the fa^. tbe bad guys. 
The proviBecs are the small boys and 
the feds, the big bully, grabbing candy 
out of the heads of the little kids. Hial's 
the current myth. 

YeL the reverse hat been true. The 
federal government hat. from time to 
time, entered provincial Jurtadictlons. 
but only with the agreemenL and usual¬ 
ly at the invitatioa of the proviacet 
eoBcaraed, and only after years of 
heavy public pressure. National medi¬ 
care It an example. The program was 
made part of the Liberal party pisiform 
at the ISIS convention. It wasn’t imple¬ 
mented until almost M years later, fol¬ 
lowing the report of a royal commission 
set up by the Conservative party gov¬ 
ernment of John Diefenbaker. 

Bilingualism isn’t being shoved on 
the provinces; It's up to them to adopt 
or reject a policy of biltngualism la their 
own Institutions. Urban development 
and slum clearance Isn’t shoved on the 
provincet: federal money Is available 
for urban projects — Including the help 
for sewer and water development first 
instituted by John Diefenbaker — but 
tbe moniclptlltles aad provinces take 
the initiative. 

The latest myth Is that the feds are 
encroaching on provincial control over 
their natural raaources. Tbe opposite Is 
true. It Is the provinces that have been 
encroaching on federal Jurisdiction. 


When, a few years ago, Alberta’s Pre¬ 
mier Peter Lougbeed increased oil 
royalties so much that It appeared Ot¬ 
tawa would be pushed out of a tax field 
— corporation taxes — which It should 
rightfully share with the provinces, the 
f^ had to stop him. Otherwise, be¬ 
cause corporations could deduct from 
their taxable income the royalties paid 
to the province, provincial royalties 
could be raised to tbe point where there 
would be nothing left for Ottawa to 
lax. 

Ottawa had to stop that, because it 
was an encroachment on the federal 
poorer to tax and. Lord knows, the fed- 
ersls need to raise money that way. 
Instead of printing it. More importtat. 
the encroachment had been done srlth- 
out consultation, srithout agreement. 
Negotiations instituted by O^wa fin¬ 
ally brought a compromise. 

The latest example of provincial 
encroachment on a major federal Juris¬ 
diction It found In the ease of the Central 
Canada Potash Co., recently decided by 
the Supreme Court of Cauuia. In this 
instance, the Saskatchewan govern¬ 
ment had gone far beyond its power to 
conserve and prorate the production of 
a nataral resource and had Instead, 
entered the marketing JuriadIctloa that 
belongs to tbe feds.

LONDON - The Palestine 
Liberation Organization 
(PLO) doesn’t want to be 
loved. It wants Is win. 

However Improbable vic¬ 
tory may be. It will go oo 
irytag. At the moment that 
mesas doing everything la Its 
power to destroy tbe Camp 
David agreemeal on Middle 
East peace, at whatever cost 
to its carefuUy-cuUivalad 
public Image of recent years 
as a responsible organlxa- 
tloo. 

Winaing lor the PLO means 
getting caatrol over the land 
that was oace Arab Palestine 
— still Its formal aim — or at 
least over the West Baak and 
the Gaza Strip, that rnmp of 
former Palestine which still 
baa aa Arab majority and la 
not fully incorporated Into la- 
raei. Egypt’s peace agree¬ 
ment sdth larasi will kill that 
hope. If It sttcks. becanae aal- 
ther Egypt aar Israel (nor 
Jordan, for that matter) has 
any Inteatiaa of letting the 
PLO rua the West Bank. 

Unse Arab states making 
up tbe rejeclionlst front are a 
distiBetly weak aad motley 
groop. Algeria aad South 
Yemca are too far away to 
give the PLO anythfaig but 
verbal luppeit, aad Libya, 
tbe osUy one with any money 
to spare, la aeS e rio m ly 
vkms a^ difflcult wbaa It 
actaally cornea to paying It 
out. Radical Iraq, which 
ought to be the PLO’s most 
fervent supporter, la so Ut¬ 
terly at odds with Syria that It 
will not take part in say 
aaeetlBg or arrangemem that 
lavolves Damascus. 

Syria does sapport the PLO 
(which is Just as well for Taa- 
str Arafat aad Ida frteade, 
since tbe only ramalaii^ 
Arab land whsra lha Pslaa- 
ttnlaBS can matataln full- 



scale guerrilla forces la in 
Syria and Syria-occupied 
Lebanon). Syria la also the 
best-armed of the rajoctioaist 
states and the only one shar¬ 
ing a commoa border with 
Israel. 

However, with a third of 
the Syrtaa Army bogged 
down la Lebaaoa and no hope 
of help from Egypt, the Da¬ 
mascus regime doee not dare 
risk a arar arlth Israel. In¬ 
deed, It aanouBced It would 
use the funds promised by 
oil-rich Libya at the recesit 
“steadfa it ae as " siunmlt in 
Damascus to lacieose the de- 
Itaalve power of the Syrian 
arasod forces — and meant 
It. 

That leaves only the PLO. 
amongst the Arab forces that 
reject the Sadat-Bogta peace 
a g ree me a t, la a positien to 
challenge It milllarily. The 
only weapaat ht the PLO’s 
hands are gnerrllla warfare.

In practice, therefore, the 
only place the PLO can strike 
(unless it goes back to the 
essentially futile buslneu of 
highjacking aircraft) Is in the 
West Bank and in Israel it¬ 
self. It undoubtedly will do all 
it can to turn Israeli public 
opinion agaiast the settle- 
nmnl and to settle the pro¬ 
mised West Bank electiona by 
carrying out acta of terror¬ 
ism. But this means attack¬ 
ing “bard targets” defended 
by the extremely efficient Is¬ 
raeli armed forces. 

Moreover, the proportion of 
Israel’s frontiers still avail¬ 
able (or PLO operations is 
very small. Egypt It ouL of 
course, aad so It southern 
Lebancm since the UN forces 
were Introduced there earlier 
this year. 

Arafat went to Jordan tor 
the first time in eight years 
last April to meet with his 
halad opponent. King Hus- 
tela. who expelled the Pales- 
tlnlaa gueirillas from Jordan 
la a bloody civil war in 1(70 
There la, however, so pracii 
cal chance that Hussein will 
again let the PLO carry out 
raids against Israel across 
the border.

Its powers at iong at the potash re¬ 
mained in Saskatchewan. Since most 
potash is sold outside, tbe province, 
in effect, wu controlling the iaterpro- 
vlncial marketing af potash. 

But under the BNA AcL it’s the 
federal govemmeat that controls mar- 
kettag betareen proviacet and between 
Canada and foreigB countries. Other¬ 
wise we would have Id sets of Interpro- 
vinclal marketlog roles established by 
II provtncial govemmcals, no doubt 
raising trade barriers against each 
other as provhicea have done with poul¬ 
try and eggs. Encroachment by the 
proviaces into tbe marketlBg field, as 
into the federal power to lax. would 
leave us without a country. 


Chief Justice Bora Laskln discus¬ 
sed the encroachment by a province Into 
federal Jurisdiction this way: 

“I do not agree . .. that the conse¬ 
quence of inv^dating the provincial 
scheme In this case Is to move to tbe 
Parliament of Canada tbe power to 
control production of minerals in the 
province and the price to be charged at 
the time. There is no accretton at all to 
the federal power In this case, which 
does not Involve federal legislation, but 
simply a determination by this court, in 
obedience to its duty, of a limitation on 
provincial legislative power .. . 

“Where govemmenta, la good faith, 
as in this case, invoke authority to 
realize desirable economic policies, 
they must know that they have no 
open-ended means of ackt^ing their 
goals when there are coastltutlanal limi¬ 
tations on the legislative power under 
which they purport to act-” 

In other words, the chief Justice is 
asking the regional war lords to quit 
horsing around. All that Saskatchewan, 
all that any province has to do. If It has 
aa immediate problem that caa be 
solved only by Its entry into a federal 
Jurisdiction, it to consult with Ottawa 
tod get an agreement. Just at Ottawa 
does with the provincet. There have 
been many marketiag agreements, fol- 
lowiag coBsahatton. Only In that way 
can hmh the national and the provincial 
Interests be protected.

I am going to say a few 
things about the horrors of 
the new draft Oonstllutlon. 

First of all, there Is the 
Senate. When I was In Ottawa 
in August, I took my 12-year- 
old ton to tbe houses of Par¬ 
liament for a brief tour and 
he was impressed with the 
House of Commons and sat in 
the seats occupied by the 
prime minister and the lead¬ 
er of the opposition during his 
tour. 

But when we took him to 
the Senate, he looked at me 
and said. “Dad. what does 
the Senate do?” and I can't 
say that I gave him a very 
good answer. 

What is the Senate sup¬ 
posed to do? Well, it was sup¬ 
posed to represent regional 
interests which it does not, 
because Its members are ap¬ 
pointed by the federal gov¬ 
ernment normally from the 
ranks of the party faithful, 
defeated candidates, much 
loved senior bag-men. former 
aides and so on. 

Tbe Senate is supposed to 
be a sober house of review 
and a place where hasty leg¬ 
islation rammed through the 
unpredictable House of (k>m- 
mons could then be revised 
and correcled at leisure by 
the upper house. Yet we know 
that many of tbe bills come to 
the Senate very late in tbe 
session and they do not have 
proper time to consider and 
modify them. 

There are. of course, dra¬ 
matic occasions in our past 
when the Senate has vetoed 
bills from the Commons, the 
last time being the firing of 
the Bank of (^ada Governor 
James Coyne In IMB. Of 
course, it is true also that tbe 
Senate, In its quiet way, has 
done an effective Job in Im¬ 
proving bills from the lower 
house and revising compli¬ 
cated measures, such as the 
Bankruptcy Act, and that 
there is a good deal of busi¬ 
ness and legal talent in the 
Senate. 

It it a pity that it Is not 
more broadly based and it 
does not represent the re¬ 
gions and the diversity of 
Canada. British (Columbia, 
with six senators out of 102, Is 
grossly under-represented 

The government’s new 
Constitution bill proposes a 
revised upper house, which 
will now te called the Houqe 
of the Federation, and have 
IK members, half to be se¬ 
lected by the House of (Com¬ 
mons and half by the provin¬ 
cial legislatures. 

In each cate the selections 
will be made following citber 
provlncia or federal elec 
tions ana on the basis of the 
percentage of votes the vari¬ 
ous political parties received 
in the last general election. 
Since representation will not 
be based on the number of 
seals that a party hat, but 
rather the number of votes, it 
will be possible for a minority 
party, which bat elected so 
members to a leglalature or 
the House of Commons, to 
still attain representatlaa In 
the House of the Federatloo. 

Based on the state of the 
parties federally and In the 
proviaces before the recent 
fall electtona, we would have 
a aew House of the Federa- 
Uon conalating of 41 Liberals, 
a Ceaservatlves, 21 NDP, 
•erea Social Credit, five 
Parti Quebecolt and one 
Ualaa Nattonale. Therefore If 
all the liberals selected from 
the provincial legislatures

Tills upper house guaran¬ 
tees that every natloaal gov¬ 
ernment will face permanent 
entrenched opposition In the 
upper house. It also presents 
otter dangers because you 
may have provincial legisla¬ 
tures. Quebec, for instance, 
that will decline to make ap¬ 
pointments. and then the fe¬ 
deral Parliament will te em¬ 
powered to make appoint¬ 
ments from those provinces 
to the upper house- You can 
imagine how the govern¬ 
ment-dominated House of 
Commons will then choose 
PQ representatives from 
(fuebec to sit In tbe upper 
bouse. 

Tte upper house has only 
weak le^latlve powers. It 
can delay legislatioo passed 
by tbe House of Ckimmoos (or 
two months. la Britain, tte 
House of Lords can delay leg¬ 
islation (or a year and there 
is no federal system to pro¬ 
tect la tte United Klng^. 
Tte upper bouse cannot delay 
leglsIaUon by extending tte 
bate because tte Mvemmenl 
has written Into the bill time 
allocations and closure. Also 
the House of Commons can 
over-ride the two-month veto 
in seven days aritb a two- 
thirds majority, provided It is 
not dealing with a matter 
which hat special linguistic 
significance or has an obvi¬ 
ous and significaat Impact on 
federal-provincial relations, 
whatever that means. 

Tte House of tte Federa¬ 
tion, therefore, is a participa¬ 


tion ploy- It adll te a mere 
debating society, cooling 
down government measures 
for two months after they 
have passed tte House of 
Commons. It will only te able 
to delay a matter rammed 
through with a two-thirds ma¬ 
jority (or a period of seven 
days. Provincial representa¬ 
tives to tte House of tte Fed¬ 
eration will te disillusioned 
as they find their alienation 
from federal decision mak 
ing. 

Another reason why the 
house will be ineffectual is 
that it will te constantly In 
flux because the members 
will ever be changing with 
each provincial election. 

Drastic changes are not re¬ 
quired to reform tte Cana¬ 
dian Senate. Senators need 
not te elected. The Senate 
need not te an ever-shifting 
body changing every time a 
provincial regime (alls. An 
appointment (or a set term of 
years, say, six or eight years, 
with staggered appointments 
will give ample continuity 
and permit senators to last 
longer than the more power¬ 
ful lower house. 

The Senate could be a place 
where outstanding Cana¬ 
dians. representative of busi¬ 
ness, tte arts, tte professions 
and labor, could make a con 
tribution to tte legislative 
process. 

Half tte appointments to 
tbe Senate should be made on 
tte buis of provincial con¬ 
sultation. with tte federal 
government obliged to ap¬ 
point half of tte numbers 
from an approved provincial 
list. The Senate should be 
used to scrutinize appoint¬ 
ments to national commis¬ 
sions and tribunals, such as 
the Bank of Canada, tte CBC 
and particniarly the CRTC. 

If tte Senate Is to te given a 
limited veto power. It should 
have a power similar to tte 
House of Lords — tte power 
to delay a measure for one 
year. It should also have an 
aallmlted veto over a special 
and crucial category of mat 
ten. Including provincial 
rights, language rights aad 
the powers of the Crown.

Southern African blacks have ‘just cause' 

Presbytery supports council 


A meeting of the Victoria Presbytery of the I'nited 
Church held on Sept. 26. passed a motion supporting 
the World Council of Churches' Program to Cornel Rac- 
' Ism. 

* The move was sparked by recent widespread criticism 
' of the W.C.C.. because of its allocation of tU.OOO to the Pa- 
s triolic Front operating in Rhodesia (Zimbabwe) and of 
$I2S.OOO to Swapo. fighting for majority rule In South West 
' Africa (Namibia). The funds were voted for humanitarian 
purposes. 

n. The full text of Presbytery's resolution reads: 

, "In view of the physical, psychological and social 
.. violence which the South African government perpetrates 
u against the black and brown peoples of South Africa in its 
- denial of dignity, freedom and other fundamental human 
. rights in white .South Africa; in view of the Nationalist 
government's intransigence toward changjpplts repressive, 
unjust and dehumanizing policy of separate development: 
and in view of the Rhodesian government's refusal to negoti- 
,1 ate with all those groups which have pressed for a just 
settlement in Zimbabwe over many years; this presbytery 
n reaffirms its approval of the I'nitrt Church's continued 
support of the World Council of Churches' Program to 
Combat Racism, especially as it pertains to southern 
, Africa." 

" Presbytery heard how, for years, the W.C.C. has tried to 
-• negotiate with the government of South Africa and have 
dialogue with churches in that country', in order to 
s bring about peaceful change, which would lead to a just 
' and equitable settlement of the racial issue in that coun- 
I try. However, their pleas fell on deaf ears, except for some 
individuals, notable the Rev. Dr. Beyers Naude, who has 
•' been banned by the South African government. 

, The greatest violence seems to be perpetrated, not 
by the guerrillas operating there, but by the government 
itself, in its repressive, unjust and discriminatory laws 
and practices. 

Regarding physical violence. It Is significant that 
compared with the figure of 2,(100 whites who have died in 
the warfare in Rhodesia, 23.000 guerrillas, curfew-break¬ 
ers and families of sympathizers have died in the same 
'' period. All too often; Innocent women and children have 
been the victims on both sides. The unyielding and op¬ 
pressive regimes in southern Africa have forced thousands 
of political opponents to leave their countries, in order to 
achieve throu^ military means. Ideals which could not be 
' accomplished through political means. Extreme national¬ 


ism has led to polarization of black and white. And 
polarization has led to radical stances being adopted 

Families who left with the freedom fighters have 
formed makeshift communities, which need social, medi 
cal. health and educational services like any other com¬ 
munity. Food, shelter, clothing and sanitation are high- 
priority requirements. The two amounts of 383.066 and 
3123.606 voted for "humanitarian purposes" can only be 
regarded as token gestures of support for these communi¬ 
ties in providing a fraction of these needs and services. 

It should bmoted that this money has not been voted 
from the general funds of the W.C.C. to which all member 
churches contribute. It it drawn from a special fund, 
set up specifically for this purpose, and supported by 
individuai churches, missions, councils and govemmenUs. If 
It is argued that monies voted for this purpose would simply 
release the funds of guerrilla organizations to buy arms and 
ammunitloot, it might be argued that a similar charge could 
be levelled against a country like South Africa, for the 
W.C.C. has contributed more than five times the amount 
contributed to guerrilla organizations, in grants u> Individ 
uals and organizations in the country for medical, educa 
Ikmal and legal expenses. These have taken the form of 
educational awarda, grants to misshms, and legal ex¬ 
penses of political prisoners. It might be argued that these 
grants might also release government funds to buy arms 
aad ammunition to mainUin the whole unjust society 

There is need to be careful not to apply double stan¬ 
dards. When the western world was threatened by the 
tyrannical forces of Nazifsm during the Second World War 
the churches supported the Allied Forces, believing that 
theirs was a "just cause." Today it seems that the black 
and brown people of southern Africa have the "just 
cause". 

And if the western world does not bark them in their 
struggle for human rights, the Gospel of love and justice 
will be seen by them to be irrelevant or impotent. Who 
could then blanm them for seeking assistance from com¬ 
munist aations? In the ease of Rho^ia. It seems that un¬ 
less the coalition government of that country is prepared to 
negotiate with all those groups — like the Patriotic 
FoMt — which have struggled for majority rule over 
many years, and at great cost in terms of human lives, vio¬ 
lence will continue tor years to come. Yet these are the 
very groups which are being excluded from the settlement 
negotiations.

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Sex book 
in library 
irks 'mother 

This is a copy of a letter I have written (o Fred 
While, director at the V.I. Regional Library headquar¬ 
ters at Nanaimo: 

I am writing to you about my concern over a book I 
happened on at the Colwood branch of the Vancouver 
Island Regional Library. The book is Sex For Women 
by Carmen Kerr, reference no. 301.418. Let me say 
that I am all for books given to wholesome sex education 
being available to all ages in a public or school library. 

My personal contention Is that a book such as this 
which condones and encourages homosexuality, lesbianism, 
promi.scuity and extra marital affairs as ItoIng normal, 
harmless, acceptable modes of behaviour does nothing to 
promote healthy, wholesome attitudes toward sex. On the 
contrary, it only enhances the growing permissive attitudes 
taken by a large segment of our present society. I might also 
add that the language and mood of this book cheapens and 
violates the sacredness of sex which Is meant to be the 
beautiful, ultimate expression and experience of the fully 
committed love of a husband and wife. 

I am not suggesting censorship to adults of such 
literature, as part of maturity is having established for 
oneself a moral code of what's right or wrong and the 
reading or access to such material is not as likely to 
change or influence an adult's standards of behaviour, 
as it would the young person who is in the midst of 
making decisions for him or hersaU as to their lifestyle 
and morality Even though this book is in complete 
opposition to my personal moral standards, it is nut so 
much the book that I am disapproving of as Its availability to 
any age level, namely, children and particularly young 
teenagers who might be drawn to this book by its title. The 
librarian on duty informed me that there is no age restric 
lion on the borrowing of any books in the library including 
ones like this. 

It seems there is a very real inconsistency by the 
authorities on censorship. There still remains a restriction 
on certain movies to the under 18 age group What I don't 
understand is the line drawn between movies and literature 
Much of the material in this particular book if presented in 
movie form could deem that movie restricted to under IN 
age group. 

I realize that the natural curiosity of some teen 
agers will promote them being interested in seeking 
after such deprived material. However. I do not believe that 
a public or school library should be the place where they will 
find such misguided sex information as this would only 
serve to enhance the young person's growing acceptance of 
such bdiaviour as being approved as healthy and normal by. 
society. 

I am a 33-year-old mother of two young boys and 
also a teen club leader in the community. I think you 
should know that I am not alone in my feelings on this 
subject. I know of many parents and youth group leaders 
like myself who are expressing grow ing concern about this 
matter and intend on further investigation of the public and 
school libraries to seek out other such unsuitable literature 
available to our young people. I have not personally seen it 
as yet but I have heard of there being questionable material 
in school libraries 

Your explanation as to why a book of this calibre is 
permitted in a public library and an expression of your 
views on this subject would be'^much appreciated

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Vessels struggling 
to save oil tanker 


MILPORD HAVEN)4^ .-Eight 
vessels are fighting to save a Greek oil 
tanker from sinking off Wales and to keep 
the l(-kilometro-long oil slick It left behind 
from reaching the wildlife sanctuaries and 
beaches of the southern Welsh coast. 

The Sg,829-ton Christos Bitas went 
aground on rocks 16 kilometres out from this 
port Thursday, puncturing three of its oil 
tanks. The crew managed to refloat it with 
the tide and its own engine power Friday 
and the ship was ordered farther out to 
sea. 

An estimated 800.000 gallons of oil escaped 
before the crew managed to stop the leak by 
pumping oil from damaged tanks Into empty 
ones. The slick was reported about 13 kilo¬ 
metres offshore Friday. 

"There is every expectation we can con¬ 
tain It,” said Welsh Secretary John Morris, 
who flew over the area in the St. George's 
Channel separating Britain and Ireland. 
Morris, who is the British cabinet official for 
Wales, said five pollution-control vessels are 
at worit spraying chemicals to disperse the 


oil and another 13 will Join them today. 

Two tugs, meanwhile, latched on to the 
foundering ship, holding It out of the way of 
the main shipping lanes while oil Is being 
pumped out of it Into another vessel, the 
Esso York. Government officials said the 
unker's decks are awash and it Is in danger 
of sinking. 

The Welsh coast guard said 19 of the 
tanker crew, including two women, were 
taken off at the captain’s request and 13 
others were left aboard. No injuries were 
reported. 

The ship had been loaded with 10 million 
gallons of Iranian crude oil at Rotterdam, 
the Netherlands, for British Petroleum and 
was en route to Belfast, Northern Ireland, 
government officials said. 

"Clearly they were not on course.” Capt. 
Ray Newbury of the British trade depart¬ 
ment told reporters. 

"Whether or not she was cutting comers is 
hard to say, but she was certainly rather 
closer to tlw land than most prudent naviga¬ 
tors would wish to be,” he said.

Brave barge defies 13

Ice floes beat Dome 


Hull 378 was officially named Haida Brave late 
Friday afternoon when the $16 million loK carrier was 
christened at Yarrows Ltd. in Esquimau. 

The 398 foot long self-propelled, self dumping and 
self-loading barge will join the Kingeome Navigation 
nine-vessel fleet next week and is expected to work on 
Vancouver Island's west coast 

The vessel is one of two in the world of its design 
and capabilities. The first, the Haida Monarch, was 
built at Yarrows three years ago for $15 million. 

Kingeome Navigation is a wholly-owned subsidi¬ 
ary of MacMillan Bloedel and the new vessel is part of 
the parent company's $l50-million building program. 

Peter Brown, general manager of Kingeome Navi¬ 
gation, when asked about christening the ship on 
Friday the 13th, said it had been planned for a few 
days earlier but due to circumstances It was de¬ 
layed. 

“We decided to fly in the face of .superstition and 
christen heron Friday,” he said. And added that chris¬ 
tening a ship on black Friday is not supposed to be as 
ominous a.s launching or sailing a ship on a Friday the 
13th. The Haida Brave was launched on July 14 this 
year. 

Shirley Macaulay, wife of Kingcome's superinlen 
dent of engineering and barging, christened the ship 
with a healthy swat across a crane support with a 
bottle of champagne liberally sprinkling the group of 
dignitaries with her on the dais. 

The vessel has a load capacity of lO.OtX) short tons 
of logs, and each of her two cranes can lift a 40-ton 
bundle of logs. She will have a crew of 13. 

□ 

Although the use of hovercraft as a means of ferry 
travel on the west coast raistHl little interest when it 
was introduced here a few years ago. it Is a different 
story on Canada's eastern seaboard. 

CN Marine is maintaining continued interest in the 
development of hovercraft, and their possible applira- 
lion in various ferry and coastal services on the 
Atlantic coast. 

There are some major obstacles to be overcome 
and questions to be answered, said Rupert Tingley. 
vice-president and general manager. 

He recently told an air cushion symposium of the 
Canadian Aeronautics and Space Institute that Eng- 
land and France both claim now to have built 
smoother, more reliable, more cast-effective hover- 
crafts. 

But. said Tingley. "to a potential customer, the $32 
million price on each is stiff. And carrying capacity is 



less than we now get by chartering a more convention¬ 
al vessel for considerably less money.”

CALGARY (CP) - If the 
Maiitimes want Alberta nat¬ 
ural gas. they should be pre¬ 
pared to give up their right lo 
use less expensive fuels, the 
' National Energy Board was 
told Friday. 

Canadian Petroleum Asso¬ 
ciation officials told a board 
hearing that a suggested 
pipeline to carry Alberta gas 
cast from the Montreal end of 
existing pipelines would be 
"inevitably uneconomic." 

Neil Stewart, association 
policy spokesman and a for-' 
mer board member, ex¬ 
plained that such a pipeline 
extension would have to cniss 
long, difficult terrain 
At the end of the new pepe 
line, there would be a rela¬ 
tively small market for iho 
gas. requiring either ex¬ 
tremely high gas prices or 
huge subsidies 
The builder of such a line 
would have to have 'through 
put’ guarantees. Stewart 
.said. That would mean .Mari 
time Industries and homes 
would be stuck with costl.v 
gas and would not be allowed 
to use alternative fuels 
"The benefits of such a sys 
tern are far from clear and 
we find them rather question 
able," he Concluded. 

Stewart disagreed with a 
(juebec government lawyer 
who suggested that extending 
the gas pipeline east ot Mon 
(real appears at the moincnt 
no less economic than did (he 
Alberta-to-Ontario pipeline 
when the latter was first pro 
posed. 

The difference. Stewart 
said, is that a large gas mar 
ket was waiting in Ontario.

"She had her hair done at 
the Bellevue-Stratford and 
ased to take a room 


for the occasion,” recalls 
Mary Unger, a friend for half 
a century. "Ah. but that was 
long ago.” 

About 30 years ago. when 
her money began to run out. 
she moved to the single room 
in downtown Philadelphia, 
where she huddles night and 
day on her couch, hundled 
agaiast the chili and staring 
half-blind into tbe sparsely 
furnished room.

McDowell, a neighbor, said 
that when she went to see 
Miss West at the landlord's 
request, "she was shivering.

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BRITAIN And U.S. 
BACK CHINA SALES 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Ignoring protesta from 
the Soviet Union, the Carter administration hu in¬ 
formed Peking that the Chineae will be allowed to buy 
an American communications satellite and that the 
United States wtli iaunch it. 

In London, a British Foreign Office spokesman re¬ 
sponded to a simitar Russian protest by saying Britain 
would consider any sale of arms to China “in the light 
of International obligations and economic and poittical 
circumstances pnvaillag at the time.” 


Adoiinistration sources in Washington said Carter 
was waiting for the Chinese to confirm interest in the 
satelBte deal, which would represent the most sophis¬ 
ticated transfer of technology between the two coun¬ 
tries. 

Chinese ropresentatives discussed the sale with 
White House adence adviser Frank Press during a 
meeting in July. Several years ago they "reserved” a 
slot for a coDununicatloas satellite with the United 
Nations agency that monitors the field. 


If the Chinese choose to pursue the offer, they 
would have to make a deal with one of the American 
companies that manufacture the satellites, and they 
would alto have to buy an ground stattons for receiv¬ 
ing and transmitting the signals. 

The sale would not violate the longstanding U.S. 
policy against the sale of military equipment to the 
Chinese although it might improve Chinese military 
cooimunications.

RMreatloa lad Comervition Minister Sam Bawlf 
Friday denounced as “toUlly unacceptable” Onawa's 
latest stand on salmonoid enhancement and the 
preservation of the Nitinat Triangle. 

Bawlf said he was speaking “In complete frustra- 
tton over the foot-dnggtag being demonstrated by 
Ottawa on both projects.” 

The salmonoid enhancement program, expected 
to double the stocks of salmon over the next seven 
years. Is forecast to cost $150 million, with the federal 
government and the provincial government picking up 
the tah. 

Bawlf said he discovered to his amazement a few 
days ago that the proposed agreement, already rati¬ 
fied hy the provincial nvemment “hu not yet gone to 
cahinet in Ottawa and that no date has hMn act for 
the agreement to go to cabinet." 

Ttie salmonoid enhancement program includes 
the building of new salmon hatcheries plus the clean¬ 
ing of streams and rivers to boost natural water 
production. 

The NItInat Triande proposals Involve expendi¬ 
tures in “the tens of millions of dollars” to compensate 
the owners of limber or tree licence rights in the 
triangle which is now pact of the Pacific Rim National 
Park. 

“We do have agreement on this,” Bawlf said. 
“Two years ago the federal government signed a piece 
of paper saying that when the nuts and Mils of the 
compensation program were put together, they would 
pick up 50 per cent of the coat. 

“I have now been informed by Hugh Faulkner 
(federal minister responsible for parks) that he wants 
to take a second look.

Bylaws split Camosun 


A serious split has devel¬ 
oped in Camosun College 
council over confllct-of-inter- 
est bylaws to govern the col¬ 
lege's trustees. 

1110 disagreement is pri¬ 
marily over the explicitness 
of the bylaws, with some 
councillors feeling they 
should be left general, and 
others desiring specific rules 
governing conflict of Inter¬ 
est. 

MAKING THEIR second 
appearance before (he coun¬ 
cil, the revised bylaw propos¬ 
als limit to $1,000 the remu¬ 
neration, other than an 
honorarium or expenses for 
serving on the college board 
itself, that an individual can 
receive directly or Indirectly 
from the college before that 
person becomes Ineligible to 
sit on the board. 

No sitting board member 
could enter into a contract 
with the college, and anyone 
doing so would lose his place 
on the board, and any con¬ 
tracts would be voided. 

But the provisions apply 
only If the person is “presi¬ 
dent or chairman of a com¬ 
pany other than a crown cor¬ 
poration, or If he or his 
Immediate relatives are 
major shareholders in a com¬ 
pany contracting with or re¬ 
ceiving monies from the 
board."

Decisions made in the next month may 
save the Esquimau and Nanaimo Rail¬ 
way passenger service or nudge it a step 
closer to death, John Cooper said Fri¬ 
day. 

"We understand that the evidence has been 
forwarded and that the review commit¬ 
tee (of the Canadian Transport Commission) 
is now sitting on the case," said Cooper, 
chairman of the Vancouver Island Steering 
Committee. “The next 30 days are going to be 
crucial as to which way It Is going to go.” 

Meanwhile, Cooper and the committee he 
helped form to save the historic service, are 
offering fresh reasons for its survival. 

The renewed Interest In the E & N has kept 
the passenger load at an extreme high- 
even In October, according to figures fur¬ 
nished by the committee. 

Cooper said the train—which has grown 
from one to two cars because of pressure 
—carried 2, ISO passengers in the first 10 days 
of this month. Iliis even topped the figure for 


the comparative period in July, he said. As a 
result, he is estimating that the passenger 
load for this year will be 4S.000 instead of 
the 40.000 figure he had forecast earlier. 

"There were only SO.OOO passengers for the 
four previous years combined.” he said. 

Aiming his barbs at CP Rail officials. 
Cooper said: “When business suddenly 
picked up last winter they said it was 'last 
chancers’ looking for that final ride. In 
the spring they said It was school kids, in the 
summer it was the tourists. 

"And now what it it going to be? It's getting 
beyond a Joke. When they're going to wake up 
and realize it's the people on Vancouver 
Island who are using the service, I don't 
know.” 

The CTC ruled earlier in favor of a CP Rail 
application that the service be ended be¬ 
cause it had become a chronic economic 
ioser. Opponents argued that CP Rail had 
done nothing to promote or improve it. 

The date of execution has tsrice been 
postponed, the last time to Dec. 13 to give the 
province a chance to contest the ruling in the 
courts. 

If the review committee supports the origi¬ 
nal ruling. the service still has two chances of 


survival—the court case, or the power of 
the federal cabinet to reverse the CTC deci¬ 
sion. 

Cooper said Friday CP Rail still seemed 
determined to do nothing to help the service 
pending the final decision. He said new 
schedules promised Sept. 1 have yet to 
materialize, and that the replacement or¬ 
dered two months ago for a broken toi¬ 
let had not arrived from Montreal. 

He also points to CP advertising cam¬ 
paigns that nave breathed new life Into other 
branches of the company's service and asks 
why the same can’t be done for the E 
AN. 

Cooper reaches back to 1970 to support his 
argument. He notes a CTC report follow¬ 
ing an earlier CP application imiuded the 
declaration that “the E & N passenger train 
between Victoria and Courtenay is being run 
without any real regard for the comfort and 
convenience of passengers and with insuffi¬ 
cient attention to the commercial principles 
that the Canadian Pacific Railway applies to 
its other business with such success. " 

"They hit the nail on the head back In 1970.” 
says Cooper, “and the situation has not 
changed. It is just as it was"

High fine slapped 
on drinking driver 


What is believed to be the 
highest drinking-driving fine 
in Victoria provincial court 
history was levied Friday by 
Judge William Ostler.

Crown counsel Richard 
Anthony toid the court the 
offence took place May 2 at 
about 11:30 p.m. when a Col- 
wood RCMP officer spoiled 
Mullen's vehicle shooting 
across traffic from 
McDonald's Restaurant on 
the Old Island Highway and 
speeding past the police vehi¬ 
cle in the opposite direction 
and in a turning lane. 

Anthony said the officer 
made a C-turn and pursued 
the vehicle. 

Anthony also told the court 
Mullen was convicted of im¬ 
paired driving Oct. 23. 1973 
when he was fined $300. and 
convicted of driving with a 
blood-alcohol content over .08 
Nov. 3. 1976 and fined $400. 

Defence lawyer Richard 
Isaacs said his client had 
been involved In drinking 
with "high school buddies" 


on all three occasions. 

Mullen, who is employed at 
the Syncrude tar sands plant 
at Fort McMurray. was also 
placed on six months' proba¬ 
tion and ordered to lake alco¬ 


holic rehabilitation counsel¬ 
ling. 

Maximum penalty under 
the Oiminal Code of Canada 
is a $2,000 fine and a two-year 
prison term. 


Costs spiral 

as board eyes 
super program 

Eislimaled costs of an enriched program for high 
school students in the Greater Victoria school district have 
risen tenfold since the school board decided to look into the 
subject. 

The board voted last spring to Jake steps toward provid¬ 
ing the international baccalaureate, a college prepara¬ 
tory program now offered in about 80 schools around the 
world, most of them private, in the Greater Victoria school 
district. 

At that lime, the additional cost of the program was 
estimated at about $3,000 a year for 23 students. 

That ballpark figure was reasonably close in compul 
ing the coat of additional materials and various fees re¬ 
quired by the Inlemational Baccalaureate headquarters 
in Geneva. Switzerland. 

Examination and regtstralion fees would come to $1,070 
this year, and $4,774 in the 1979-80 school year. Addition¬ 
al texts and reference materials, which could be used 
In subsequent years of the program, would come to 
about $2,300 in I979«>. 

But the $3,000 estimate received its greatest blow In the 
news that additional staff would be required for cur¬ 
riculum development, tutorials and to fulfil requirements 
that all candidates for the IB complete an "extend¬ 
ed essay” of 3.000 to 3.000 words, and 100 hours of study- 
on the “Theory of Knowledge.” according to Bernie 
Chandler, curriculum superintendent for the school dis¬ 
trict. 

At salaries of $21,412 each, two staff members would add 
$42,824 to the budget of the program, aside from the staff 
who would normally be assigned to 23 students In a 
regular high school program. 

The total costs for the first year would be about $30,000. 
Chandler said. Costs for the second year would be simi¬ 
lar, but costs would probably drop in subsequent years.

Their days as victims of 
the American beer overload 
will end with the return of a 
normal supply of bottled do¬ 
mestic stock to the shelves of 
the province-operated liquor 
stores. 


The American brand jam- 
up followed a summer-long 
lockout-strike, limited the do¬ 
mestic supply, frustrated 
drinkers, and led to layoffs of 
brewery workers soon after 
their return to the job. 

But Friday the govern¬ 
ment's liquor distribution 
branch let it be known that 
Friday the I3th wasn't such 
an unlucky day after all. It 
chose the day to announce 
that the stores would be 


minister said the deadline for 
development proposals had 
been extended to Dec. 13, the 
second extension since the 
call for proposals has been 
nationally advertised.

000 dozen bottles of Ameri¬ 
can beer is necessary. 

For Labatt’s in Victoria, 
the announcement means 
that 50 of the 73 employees 
laid off eight days ago will be 
back at work Monday. Man¬ 
agement says the other 23 
will be returned as the de¬ 
mand Increases. Another 23 
have remained on the job 
doing maintenance work 

Ray Wainwrighl. president 
of the Victoria local of the 
Canadian Brewery Workers 
Union, feels ihe popularity of 
the domestic beer is going to 
leave the American bwr 
galherlifg dust on Ihe 
shelves. 

"Once the Canadian beer 
hits the stores 1 think our 
other shift (23 workers) will 
be back in a week. It will 
show them (government) 
just how fast Canadian beer 
can sell.” 

His comments are ba.sed 
on the Manitoba experience. 
Following a similar brewery 
dispute there during the sum¬ 
mer, the Manitoba govern¬ 
ment — unlike B.C — allowed 
domestic beer to compete 
freely with the American 
stock. 

"The domestic stuff sells 
at $3.30 a ca.se there, and 
even though they put Ihe 
American stuff on special at 
$1.99 it only sold in dribbles." 
Wainwrighl said.

Enrolments tumble in all three school districts 


Enrolments have dropped in all three local school dis¬ 
tricts, official Sept. 30 enrolment figures show. 

The enrolment decreases range from a low of .3 per 
cent for the Saanich district to a hlA of 3.9 per cent fur 
Greater Victoria. The Sooke district has bad a 1.4 per cent 
decrease. 

The decline from 23,683 pupils In 1977 to 24.681 In 1978, 
a loss of 1.602 pupils, may be a sign that the decline Is le¬ 
velling off In Greater Victoria, spokesman Bill Stavdal 
said. The education ministry had predicted a loss of 1.239 
pupils this year, following d^llnes of 1.300 in 1977. 1.100 in 
1976. and 1.100 in 1973. The district's enrolment peaked 
in 1972. at 32,276 pupils 

But several factors indicate that the loss of students 
will continue for some time to come This year, for in¬ 


stance, the enrolment “crest" is passing through Grade 11, 
Ihe largest class in the district, with 2,4ti pupils. That same 
class had 2,330 pupils In Grade 10, Indicating a good 
retention rate, Stavdal noted. 

The large high school enrolments (Grade 12 has 2,- 
166 students, down slightly from 2,238 last year) mean 
large numbers of students are leaving the system each 
year, with the largest drop to come In 1980. At the other end 
of the system, kindergarten and Grade 1 classes are de¬ 
creasing In size, meaning large graduating classes will 
be replaced by much smaller classes in primary and kin¬ 
dergarten. 

For several years Grade 1 enrolment was stable at 
about 1,730 pupils, but in 1977 it dropped to 1.624 students 
and this year went down again, to 1,327 students. 31 
fewer than predicted 


Kindergarten enrolment this year also declined, to 
1,27$ pupils from 1,378 in 1977 and 1,309 In 1976. 

Junior high schools, especially, will feel Ihe effects of 
declining enrolments within the next two years, Stavdal 
noted. 'liiis year's Grade 8 enrolment Is down to 2.972 
from 2,238 last year, but Grade 7 this year has only 
1.674 students In It, indicating that Grade 8 enrolment next 
year could drop by 20 per cent. 

In Saanich, Die slight enrolment decline represents the 
beginning of a trend which is likely to accelerate In Ihe 
next few years. The district's enrolment has remained al¬ 
most stable in recent years, but Incoming elementary 
classes are considerably smaller than outgoing classes. The 
largest class In the district is Grade 10 with 380 students. 
Grade II has 329 and Grade 12. 319. 


The largest elementary class is Grade 6. with 465 
students, and the smallest, with the exception of Grade 1, 
is Grade 4, with 419. 

The Grade 1 class, however, is only 372 students, 
with 332 In kindergarten. 

Sooke showed a 1.42 per cent decline this year, to 7,833 
students from 7,948, but enrolment appears to be rela 
lively evenly distributed. The smallest class in the system 
Is Grade 12, with 442 students, with all other grades having 
more than 360 students. The enrolment crest in the dis¬ 
trict is at the junior high level, with 634 Grade 8 stu¬ 
dents. 674 Grade 9. and 661 Grade 16. 

All elementary grades in the district range between 360 
and 002 students, with a hefty 388 In Grade I, and 331 in 
kindergarten.

Gaudaur said the game of¬ 
ficial, guided by league rviles. 
would have awarded an auto¬ 
matic touchdown and dlaqua- 
llflad the offending player 
had the Incident occurred on 
the playing field. 

However, since the offence 
had occurred off the field, an 
unnecessary roughing pen¬ 
alty of 13 yards was applied. 
It was offset by another 
roughing penalty against Cal¬ 
gary when a Sumpeder reta¬ 
liated. 

Calgary won the game 22- 
It. handing the Argos their 
eighth straight loss. 

The CFL commissioner 
said a review of game films 
showed that contact was with 
such force that it could be 
interpreted under another 
section of the nilebook which 
provides for dlsquallflcatlot 
of the offending player. 

Gaudaur, in fining Ran¬ 
dolph $100 for the iKldenl, 
warned that a similar oc¬ 
curence would result In a 
heavier fine and disqualifica¬ 
tion.

It goes beyond Acadiana. 
Roland Guidry tells of a man 
living in New York who keeps 
calling and Insisting he's re¬ 
lated to his son, the best 
pitcher In the game today. 

At the moment, there isn't 
any question who owns La- 
layette. A Ron Guidry por 
trait. In New York Yankee 
pinstripes, sits prominently 
In the window of Jarvis Stu¬ 
dios. Ron Guidry posters are 
displayed In department 
store windows downtown and 
In at least one hamburger 
stand, which is offering a 
Guidry package—poster, T- 
shirt, autographed baH. 

A group of 138 left Friday 
for New York to watch Ron 
Guidry, age 28, face Los An¬ 
geles Do^rs In the third 
game of the World Series. 

"If we could have gotten 


the tickets." said John 
Schneider, "we could have 
taken 488. It's unbelievable 
how he has turned this town 
on." 

The fact Guidry picked 
Schaeider, a young lawyer 
and long time friend, to han¬ 
dle his contract negotiations 
and manage his off-the-field 
enterprises, says something 
right there. 

Rather than opt for a high- 
prasaured New Yorker, he 
went for down-home trust, 
not surprising in this land 
where folka remain leery of 
Yankees: not Yankee ball 
players, but Yankee con 
men. 

Roland Guidry thinks his 
grandfather, a farmer who 
died at 88, would get a 
chuckle over his grandson's 
playtag for t tesm called the 
Ytnkm. 

"H* used to say there were 
three kinds of people— 
C:ajuos, Americans and Yan¬ 
kees. Americans were any¬ 
body who couldn't speak 
French. Yankees were the 
lowest class. 

"A Yankee could become 
an American if he didn't try 
to con people. Outsiders here 
still must put out an effort to 
be accept^. One thing lo re¬ 
member la, when you come to 
a Cajun hme. never refuse 
the first cup of coffee.” 

Guidry would be a natural 
Mr. Cajun Coffee (he drinks 


It profusely) and as a shill for 
his favorite hunting gun. 
After baseball, hunting domi¬ 
nates Guidry's existence: 
dove, duck, geese, rabbit, 
quail, snipe—some of which 
can be found a short walk 
from hit parents' home in the 
Carencro community. 

"Ron tells such tall tales to 
his team-mates.” says his 
dad. "I don't know if they'll 
ever come down for a hunt. 
He's got Goose Gossage 
scared lo death of alliga¬ 
tors.” 

How do you catch frogs? 
Well, Ron tells the un¬ 
schooled, you go out at night 
with three men in a pirogue. 
One holds a lighL onp ateers. 
one Jumps in naked after the 
frog. He takes care lo cite the 
dangers, using his hands for 
em^asis. 

"If you see two blue lights 
coming at you. and the li^ts 
are far apart. It isn't a frog. 


It's an alligator, so stay In 
your pirogue. Also If you see 
three eyes coming eloaer, 
don't move. It'i a frog all 
right, but a frog sitting on a 
water moccasin” 

"Apparently," aaya Ro¬ 
land, "some of the players 
believe him.” 

For Guidry, one of the 
highpoints of the season 
came at Arlington Stadium in 
Texas—but not for any pitch¬ 
ing endeavor. His dad drove 
up from Lafayette and 
cooked rabbit and frog legs in 
the parking lot—a meal sev¬ 
eral of Ron's team-mates

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New house concept keeps families together 

Granny Flat eases tension 


MELBOUR?«:. AuMmlia (CP) — The Granny Flat, a 
new housing concept developed la the Australian state 
of Victoria, Is making it easier for old people to stay 
close to their families. 

A Granny Flat Is a self-contained, single-storey dwelling 
with a floor space ql about J78 square feet designed for easy 
installation in an average-sized Australian suburban back¬ 
yard. 

The Idea enables old people to maintain their indepen¬ 
dence and enjoy the social advantages of living near 
their families. At the same time it eliminates tensions 
that often arise when persons of different age groups live 
together in the same house. 

The first Granny Flat was built in mid-197i. Since then 
about 2i0 have been erected In the grounds of existing 
houses, with M new units being- ]p.s|alled annually by 
the Housing Commission of Victoiil. 

The idea was conceived by the Victorian Council of the 
Aged, which discussed it with the housing commission, a 
state government authority with special responsibility for 
building homes for low-income families and for the ag^. 

To qualify for a Granny Flat, parents or elderly de¬ 
pendents of the house owner must be aged pensioners and 
must not own other property. The housing commission has 
a variety of flat desigiis, catering to single pensioners or 
couples. 

The designs are based on timber floor construction and 
use of modular timber-framed wall units. The modu¬ 
lar sections are designed to be easily transported and as- 
sentbled, regardless of accessibility of the site. Construc¬ 
tion, including floor coverings, interior decoration and 
installation of plumbing and electrical fittings, takes about a 
week. 

The housing commission charges a weekly rent of 
(112$ for a single unit. I20for a double. The rents, subsi¬ 
dized by the state government, are similar to rates 
charged by the commission for pensioner accommoda¬ 
tion in multi-storey apartment blocks. 

The basic Granny Flat plan includes a bedroom, bath¬ 
room-toilet. and living room with annex-kitchen. The ceil¬ 
ings are insulated, and winter heating is from electric beat 
storage banks. Cupboards, sinks and other fittings are 
designed for use by elderly people. 

The occupants either have small washing machines in 
the bathroom or kitchen areas, or use the laundry fa¬ 
cilities of the adjoining house. 

When a flat becomes vacant through death or depar¬ 
ture of the occupants, it can be easily dismantled and re¬ 
erected elsewhere. The commission undertakes to restore 
the vacated flat site to its original condition.

Arthritis Clinic

Drug abuse high 

CHARLOTTETOWN (CP) — The problem of alcohol 
and drug abuse among Canadian women it vastly underesti¬ 
mated. a Newfoundland medical consultant told a confer¬ 
ence on addiction this week. 

"We in the Atlantic provinces do indeed have a prob¬ 
lem and it won't go away if we lake an aspirin, go to bed. 
and drink lots of fluids," Wilfreds Thurston said. 

"Women alcoholics and drug abusers are out there 
somewhere and addiction workers must Identify them 
and provide services." 

.Wlu Thurston, a member of the staff of the Alcohol and 
Drug Addiction Foundation of Newfoundland, said scien¬ 
tific studies have shown that women have less body water 
than men and usually weigh less. Because of th^ two 
factora. it lakes 3$ per cent less alcohol to affect a 
woman than It does a man.

The first time they run 
away, children are often test¬ 
ing to sea whether they can 
survive. Often they're ^ad to 
go home again to regular 
meals. 

But Uw second and third 
times, they often meet other 
street people and Join the fra¬ 
ternity of youngsters who live 
on the street. 

More experienced hands 
show newcomers how to sur¬ 
vive and Introduce them to 
theft, drug sales and prostltu- 
tion. 

Youngsters who hiven't 
been liMed to crimes are re¬ 
turned home rvhen police ap¬ 
prehend them. 

But those who have com¬ 
mitted crimes are subject to 
the judgment of the courts 
and can be sent home, placed 
ia foster homes, put in cus¬ 
tody or sent to the local Youth 
Development Centre. 

An estimated M per rent of 
offences are crimes against 
property. Including vandal¬ 


ism. UiefL and break and 
enter. 

Some children become in¬ 
volved in Crimea of violence 
such ai armed robbery. 

To many youngsters. It 
seems as though nearly 


everyone has freedom except 
them, so they take the free¬ 
dom, Larson says. 

For the youth squad, the 
problem isn't finding chil¬ 
dren and returning them but 
rather keeping them home to 
begin with.

“Thia tranafuaion effect la 
one of the moat dramatic and 
aitpiiflcant that we have aeen 
in any kind of tranaplantatlon 
analyaia,” aald Dr. Gerhard 
OpeU, who directed the le- 
aearcb at the Medical School 
of the Univeralty of Califor¬ 
nia at Loa AnMiea. 

In the atuoy, the doctora 
often gave 2t or more blood 
tranafuaiona to the patlenta 


before their kidney trans¬ 
plant operaUoiia. The new 
blood induced the patients' 
bodlea to accept the organs 
Instead of rejecting them as 
alien Invaden. Exactly how 
the tranafuaiona do this Is still 
a mystery. 

The UCLA study and a 
similar survey conducted at 
the University of California 
Medical Centre, San Pran- 
ciaco, were published in the 
New England Journal of 
Medicine. 

The UCLA researchers fol¬ 
lowed people who received 20 
or more blood transfusions 
before receiving kidneys 
from unrelated cadavers. 


After four years, they found 
that 8S per cent of tb^ peo¬ 
ple still had functioning 
transplanted kidneys. By 
contrast, only 10 per cent of 
the people who old not get 
transfusions still had working 
kidneys. 

The best results occur 
when the kidney donor is a 
close relative of the recipi¬ 
ent. But this kind of transfer 
is not always possible, and 
nuwi organs u^ for trans¬ 
plants are taken from chance 
accident victims. 

The doctors found that pre¬ 
operation transfusions mini¬ 
mize the difference in suc¬ 


cess between these two kinds 
of transplants. 

At UCLA, the researchers 
fallowed a group of patients 
who received 10 or more 
transfusions. After one year, 
W per cent of those who re¬ 
ceived cadaver kidneys still 
had functioning organs, com¬ 
pared with 00 per cent of 
those who received kidneys 
from relatives. 

"What you actually get is a 
survival of cadaver trans¬ 
plants that approaches the 
survival rate of related 
transplants,” Opelz said in an 
interview. 


The idea of giving transfu¬ 
sions to transplant candi¬ 
dates Is the opposite of cur¬ 
rent practice. 

In another related develop¬ 
ment, Dr. Thomas Starzl, the 
chief of surgery at the Uni¬ 
versity of Colorado Medical 
Centre, said in an interview 
recently he had found that 
massive drainage of white 
blood cells and antibodies 
from transplant recipients 
considerably reduced their 
need for dangerously large 
doses of rejection-fighting 
drugs.

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Korchnoi pulls off tough chess feat 


TV Impossible has happened in the world chess 
championship in Baguio City, Philippines. 

Soviet defector Viktor Korchnoi, beating incredible 
odds. Friday evened hli global-title match against 
defending champion Anatoly Karpov of the Soviet 
Union. 

Korchnoi, who says he is fighting a “political war" 
on the chess board, defeated Karpov in their 3lsl game 
of the match to tie the series at five victories apiece 
(plus 21 draws which do not count). 


IT WAS prohably the most amazing comeback in the 
history of world championship play, making It now a 
sort of a sudden-death affair. 

The two were scheduled to sUrt battling it out today 
for a sixth and deciding victory. 

Friday saw the conclusion of the list game of the 
three-month-long match, which has attracted as much 
attention for Its bizarre off-boand byplay—complaints 
of hypnotism, secret messages passed via yogurt, 
pre-game meditation with yogis—as for Its champion¬ 
ship chess. 


"I will keep on fighting." the 47-year-old Korchnoi 
vowed after methodicaily routing the Soviet champion 
In Friday’s play. 

JUST TWO weeks ago Korchnoi trailed Karpov, 27, 
by five games to two. His comeback since then has 
been “incredible probably unprecedented In world 
chess match history," said British chess master Harry 
(iolombek. 

The first to win six games gets the championship 
and 1330,000. The loser gets 1200,000 of the all-time 
record purse.

A voir dire to determine admissibility of 
certain evidence presented by the crown 
was started Thursday before Mr. Justice 
H.E. Hutcheon, who will make a ruling 
before recalling the jury. Such evidence 


may not be published until H is admitted 
before the jury. 

The accined man, for a number of years a 
member of the Hungarian community in 
Victoria, was arrested following a len^y 
Investigation of the deaths at 1242 Fort 
Street, and he has been held In custody since 
March 4.

M. V. Ghesnut’s 

Garden Notes 


In my la«t column we were kicking 
around the problem of Just when to dig 
up the gladiolus bulbs (or winter stor¬ 
age. and in this connection I should 
admit that some folks hereabouts don't 
take up their glads at all. leaving them 
In the ground from year to year. 

Frankly. I don't think this is such a 
hot Idea. Even if the bulbs survive the 
frost and wet without damage, the 
plants come up overcrowded and fre¬ 
quently diseased 

In taking up glads, it Is best to ease 
them out of the ground with a (lat- 
tined digging fork, pulling gently on 
the topgrowth at the same time. With 
gentle ^ndling. you can avoid scatter¬ 
ing the "spawn" or tiny bulbleLs all 
over the place: these can become as 
bothersome as weeds the following 
year. 

Leave your dug-up planu outdoors 
for the balance of the day — possibly 
spread out on the lawn or driveway — 
(or the sun and wind to dry them. Later 
In the day, shake off any dirt that (alls 
away naturally, then cut away the tops 
to within an inch of the bulb. 

I find a pair of pruning shears, or 
even household scissors, ideal (or this 
Job. The tops should be stacked loosely 
to dry out. then burned, (or they are not 
much good In the compost heap, rotting 
down to a slimy, evU-smelling mass. 


When I first started gardening, it 
was considered good practice to leave 
the tops on. simply bundling up the 
plants and hanging them from the raf¬ 
ters in the basement to dry. I think we 
had some cockeyed idea that the “good¬ 
ness" In the leaves would run down 
into the bulbs, plumping them up a bit 
more 

We know now that it isn't (he sap (hat 
runs down into the bulbs, but bugs and 
blights seeking a comfortable home (or 
ihe winter. Hence the prompt removal 
of the lops before the sap-sucking Ihrips 
and the spores of rot diseases can move 
to Ihe bulbs 

It Isn't necessary to clean up (he 
bulbs at this point — that comes later — 
but Just stack them in shallow boxes, 
trays or old seed flats, never more than 
three bulbs deep, (or they need plenty of 
sir circulating around and between 
(hem. 

It is a good idea, though, to give tdch 
bulb a thorough dusting with any gar¬ 
den dust you happen to have on hand — 
ideally one which contains both a bug- 
killer and a fungicide. Almost any of the 
packaged combination dusts will serve 
— rose dust, bulb dust, evergreen dust, 
fruit tree dust, potato dust. In a pinch, 
when I didn’t have any garden dust 
handy, I have rolled each bulb In ordi¬ 
nary yellow sulphur, and with good re¬ 
sults. 


At this point, a lot of gardeners go 
wrong by placing their bulbs in cold 
storage immediately. This isn't good, 
for glads need quite a bit of warmth for 
several weeks to ripen and cure (he 
buibs properly. Temperatures during 
(his curing stage should be between 2i 
and 32 degrees C. 

I find the cosy furnace room in our 
basement is Just about right for this 
drying-out and curing period. To help 
things along. I rig a small, portable 
elertrir fan. and when 1 think of it 
which Isn't often — I turn It on to run an 
hour or two a day. blowing a current of 
warm air across my trays of bulbs to 
speed up the curing. This fan is by no 
means necessary — Just an added re¬ 
finement. 

After about two weeks In the 
warmth, you can test your bulbs to see if 
the curing process Is completed. You do 
this by trying to tnrist off the old. worn 
out. Ia.st-year'a bulb from the bottom of 
Ihe new one. If It comes away cleanlv 
and without a struggle, your bulbs are 
ready to be cleanedup and transferred 
to cool winter storage. However, if you 
have much difficulty In separating the 
withered old bulb from the new one. 
give them another week in the warmth 
and try again. 

The cleaning and storage of gladiolus 
bulbs will be dealt with in this column at 
the appropriate time.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Every Amerteen, 
every buelneu end every union will “(eel 
the pinch” from President Carter's new 
profram to combat Inflation, says presi¬ 
dential adviser Robert Strauss. 

In the toughest advance description yet of 
the program scheduled (or unveiling next 
week, Carter's chief Inflation fighter said: 

“The president Is determined to use every 
lever at his control to encourage restraint on 
the part of government, business and 
labor.” 

Stranss said that last week's figures which 


showed U.S. wholesale prices Increased 
per cent In September were an Indication 
that inflation may be worse than the admin¬ 
istration's already gloomy outlook. 

"This has reinforced the president's deter¬ 
mination to strengthen our efforts" 

While Strauss said Carter would employ 
all his authority to help control inflation, 
be specifically excluded mandatory wage 
and price controls, which the president 
lacked the power to impose In any event. 


South Africa lifts 
Peyton Place ban 

JOHANNESBURG (AP) — The South African gov¬ 
ernment's censorship board has lifted a 21-year ban on 
the novel Peyton Place, but added some new publica- 
tions to Its list of 12,000 magazines, films and even 
t-shlrts deemed undesirable for South African distri¬ 
bution. 

The latest additions to the banned list included a 
book tilled How to Pick Up Girls, The Redbook Report 
on Female Sexuality, and the September Issue of 
Photography, which had color photos of nude 
women.

Joe Van Bergen, vice- 
president and publicity 
chairman of Arrowsmith 
Recreation Ltd., has an¬ 
nounced that he “has it on 
the best authority" that 
the company has been 
given a provincial grant of 
$179,000 to assist in carry¬ 
ing out the project, 
through the office of Rec¬ 
reation Minister Sam 
Bawlf. 

Bawlf is slated to visit 
the city this month to offi¬ 
cially announce the grant, 
which represenLs approxi¬ 


mately one-third of the 
$550,000 total for the new 
facilities on the moun¬ 
tain. 

"This is great news for 
all the skiers on Vancou¬ 
ver Island." Van Bergen 
said, "because unless all 
our previous studies are 
completely haywire, it 
will provide skiing for at 
least five months of the 
year.” 

Plans for the second 
phase call for the erection 
of two new T-bar lifts to 
take skiers to the 5,000- 
foot level of Arrowsmith. 
an additional 1,500 verti¬ 
cal feet from the current 
chairlift facility. 

An access road to the 
new levels, and the neces¬ 
sary trails and lift right- 
of-ways. have been 

worked at all summer. 


The road is now complete, 
and grounding holes for 
the first of the new T-bars 
are now being drilled. 

The work is going ahead 
with the help of a $38,000 
Canada Works grant and 
"hundreds of hours of vol¬ 
unteer labor by commu¬ 
nity-minded citizens,” ac¬ 
cording to Van Bergen.

years ago. the new ski facility 
has suffered two consecutive 
winters with practically no 
snow at the lower levels, 
where the original lift was.

Van Bergen said a new fund 
drive would be started im¬ 
mediately to raise the rest of 
the capital required Other 
grants will also be sought. 


"The provincial grant was 
in the exact amount we re¬ 
quested,” Van Bergen said, 
"and with that as a base, 
we're sure we can raise the 
rest of the funding one way or 
another.” 

The goal now. he conclud- 
ed, was to get the work fin¬ 
ished by at least mid-Decem¬ 
ber. when enough snow 
should ha've arrived in the 
new area to start skiing. 

"When we've completed 
the new sections, we'll on- 
doubtedly have the finest ski 
resort on the Island.”

Native voting rights clarified

DUNCAN — The question 
of native Indians voting in re¬ 
gional district elections was 
finally clarified' following 
Cowichan Valley Regional 
District's board meeting. 

"The ministry of municipal 
affairs has informed the re¬ 
gional board that native In¬ 
dians are allowed to vote In 
regional district elections," 
said administrative secre¬ 
tary Jennifer Askew. 

liie question was first 
raised when CVRD was In¬ 
structed to hold elections for 
the Islands Trust and the re¬ 
gion was informed by Muni¬ 
cipal Affairs Minister Hugh 
Curtis that native Indians re¬ 
siding on reserve lands would 


not be entitled to vote for 
Islands Trust trustees. 

CVRD administrator Ralph 
Keir Informed the directors: 
“With respect to the lands 
situated within the trust area, 
which Includes the 13 desig¬ 
nated islands, the Islands 
Trust Act specifically ex¬ 
cludes land situated within a 
reserve as defined in the In¬ 
dian Act (Canada). 

Keir said: "As the reserves 
are excluded from the trust 
area, residents of reserves 
would not vote in the election 
of local trustees. 

"Therefore, while native 
residents of Kuper Island are 
fully entitled as voters for 
regional district purposes, 
they are not IncluiM within 
the Islands Trust and there¬ 


fore do not participate in the 
voting for local trustees." 

The CVRD then moved to 
rescind a motinn made at 
their previous meeting to 
hold a poll on Kuper Island 
for the Islands Trust elec¬ 
tion. 

North Cowichan director 
and Aid. Ron McKinnon said 
due lo the confusion created, 
he would still like clarifica¬ 
tion from the ministry of 
municipal affairs concerning 
the eli^bility of Indian voters 
for regional district elec¬ 
tions. 

Meanwhile, motorcycle en¬ 
thusiasts and other noise- 
makers received little sup¬ 
port or encouragement from 
dinctors. 

North Coarichtn as$ed 


CVRD to establish a regional 
noise park because of com¬ 
plaints received concerning 
the motorcycle racing track 
established at Tansor Road 
by Duncan Motorcycle Club. 

As a result of noise com- 
plalnLs received by North 
Cowichan. the municipality 
asked C:VRD to consider the 
establishment of a regional 
noise park, to be located In a 
"relatively' remote area." 

It was also suggested that 
such a park would fulfil the 
need for rifle associations 
and four-wheel-drive associa¬ 
tions. 

North Cowichan said the 
Tansor Road track permit 
was valid for the 1979 season 
only. Council has also agreed 
to provide whatever assis¬ 


tance it can in locating and 
supporting an acceptable al¬ 
ternative site. 

Ladysmith director and 
Aid. Frank Jameson jokingly 
suggested: "If the problem is 
noise, we should send them 
all to McDonald's restau- 
rant.” 

North Cowichan recently 
received complaints of a 
noise problem at McDon¬ 
ald's. 

Diretor Maurice Simard 
said: "If possible, the motor¬ 
cyclists could locate on the 
rifle range. Then this would 
solve all the problems." 

The board decided to give 
North Cowichan as much 
help as passible in finding an 
alternative location to the 
present Tansor Road site.

Duke Point project 
clears more hurdles 


NANAIMO — Progress was made here this 
week toward an agreement between the city of 
Nanaimo and B.C. Development Corporation on 
servicing and rezoning of Duke Point. 

The council and BCDC agreed on two of four 
outstanding issues, and believed they were close to 
agreement on a third. The fourth issue, rezoning, 
will await the outcome of staff meetings. 

BCDC project director Peter Breikss of Van¬ 
couver told the council that the development com¬ 
pany would drop Its request for 68-foot road right- 
of-wiiy and give the city an 80-foot allowance. 

Breikss had said the larger right-of-way meant 
three acres less of land for the development cor¬ 
poration to sell. 

But, both Aid. Gino Sedola and public works 
director A. W. MacDonald said that the smaller 
road allowance could be coatly lo the city in the 
future If the road needed expansion lo three 
lanes. 


MacDonald said that the 80-foot allowance was 
a requirement of the city’s new engineering stan¬ 
dards. 

Provincial government commitments will be 
necessary for the agreement In principle on servic¬ 
ing to become agreement in fact. 

The city has agreed that BCDC need pay no 
extra coats for water and sewer for the project if 
the provincial government gives the city the usual 
grants for such projects. 

City administrator Ted Chace said that the fed¬ 
eral and provincial grants would reduce the cost 
enough that the cost of these services could be 
borne by the users. 

The city la also asking for guarantees from the 
provincial highways department that highway ac¬ 
cess to Duke Point will ^ built by the province and 
maintained for five years. 

Still outstanding Is the issue of who will pay for 
engineering drawings if the project does not go 
ahead.

George Hewlson, UFAWU 
secretary, said the walkout 
was to protest the presence of 
branch investigator Simon 
WapnIarskI and lawyer Arth¬ 
ur MacLennan, federal 
crown prosecutor in the re¬ 
cent trial of seven UFAWU 
members accused of inter¬ 
fering with a l(7( combines 
Investigation. 

The labor board hearing 
was called to deal srith 
charges of harassment and 
blacklisting brought against 
the UFAWU by the Pacific 
Gillnetters Association. 

Munroe said the labor 


board has "a difficult enough 
Job without external influ¬ 
ences unduly impeding its ef¬ 
forts to provide a decent 
labor relations framework.” 

He said he did not under¬ 
stand how the federal author¬ 
ities would take it for granted 
that the hearing would be 
open. 

"Our policy Is that. If any¬ 
one present la the bearing 
room is inhibiting us and the 
parties in our efforts to find 
solutions to labor relations 
problems, we will exclude 
tbenv” 

The hearing resumed Fri¬ 
day without incident. 

A spokesman at Wapniaric- 
si's office in the consumer 
and corporate affiars depart¬ 
ment In Ottawa said the pur¬ 
pose of the Investigator's trip 
to Vancouver was "confiden¬ 
tial within the bureau." 

The UFAWA has denied the 
gillnetters' charges that the 
union has refused to buy tbeir 
fish, sell them ice or boodle 
their nets because they fished 
during a three-day strike last 
July.

Mrs. McCarthy said that 
under conditions set out by 
DREE, the money will not go 
toward projects in the lower 
Vancouver Island or Vancou¬ 
ver area. 

She said the funds will be 
allocated in outlying areas 
for development of tourist in¬ 
dustry facilities, community 
Infrastructure systems to 


connect resort areas and ex¬ 
pansion of ski resort facili¬ 
ties. 

The minister said the prov¬

Boost to own industry 

U.S. to_ban 
Canada sugar 


WASHINGTON (CP) - 
Legislation approved by the 
U.S. Senate Friday would 
stop imports of refined sugar 
from Canada, which now pro¬ 
vides two per cent of annual 
U.S. sugar consumption. 

The legislation, designed to 
aid tbe flagging U.S. sugar 
industry, would use import 
fees, duties and possibly 
quotas to drive up the price of 
a five-pound bag of sugar by 
3.3 cents this winter at at 
least 43 cents over the next 
four years. 

The senate bill and Its 
counterpart passed by the 
House of Representatives 
have both been rejected as 
Inflationary by President 
Carter. 

As an insurance against a 
veto, however, the senate at¬ 
tach^ two measures Carter 
has sought for selling tin 
from the national stockpile 
and extending the expiration 
date of countervailing duty 
waivers. 

Carter says he needs the 
waiver extension, to prevent 
major upsets during the final 
stages of multilateral trade 
negotiations on a new export 
suteldy code. Without the 
waiver, certain Imports 


deemed to be subsidized by a 
foreign country, including $70 
million of Canadian fish, 
would be subject to a coun 
tervailing duty on Jan. 3. 


Canada

OTTAWA (CP) — Canada 
is providing $26 million in 
loans and grants to Indonesia 
for three diesel-powered gen¬ 
erating stations in Indonesia, 
a spokesman for the Cana 
dian International Develop 
ment Agency said Friday. 

The spokesman said Can 
ada it joining the United 
States and Indonesia in fin¬ 
ancing a rural electrification 
program. The three general 
ing stations, financed by 
CIDA. are a part of the $81 
million program. 

The agency is lending Indo¬ 
nesia $23.3 million and pro¬ 
viding $2.3 million in grants 
over five years.

sessment of the benefits and 
risks involved. 

Blencoe had written to 
Marchand asking the federal 
government to impose a na¬ 
tional moratorium on phen¬ 
oxy herbicide use aid to 
adopt monitoring recommen¬ 
dations made by the National 
Research Council. 

The NRC said In a 400-page 
report last August that phen¬ 
oxy herbicides may cause ge¬ 
netic mutations In humans. 

Marchand said the safety 
of pesticides is ensured 
through a sophisticated 
preregistration review pro¬ 
cess. 


Blencoe said Friday be was 
pleased with the govern¬ 
ment's decision to undertake 
research, but was disappoint¬ 
ed that a moratorium on the 
use of phenoxy herbicides 
was not called. 

“We should assume that a 
potentially hazardous sub¬ 
stance la guilty until proven 
innocent. 

"It's reasonable to ask for 
a moratorium while we have 
an Inquiry,” Blencoe said. 

“The crucial issue is how 
long we should allow a poten- 
llalTy hazardous substance to 
be used.” 

Blencoe said an inquiry 
Into the herbicides should be 
independent of government 


agencies which could have a 
stake in their continued use.

Minister Trudeau said Fri¬ 
day he (eels the country's un¬ 
derlying constitutional law 
“works pretty well" the way 
It Is. 

But, he added, the 10 pro¬ 
vincial premiers want to re¬ 
place the British North 
America Act with a new con¬ 
stitution and he it prepared to 
go along with them. 

"As far as I'm concerned. 

It work* pretty well,” Tru¬ 
deau said of tbe country's 
basic law when asked by a 
student during a byelection 
campaign appearance how 
Canada was handicapped by 
Its constitution. 

That, however, it not the 
opinion of the premiers, he 
added. Some wanted to 
change the way power over 
natural resources It divided 
between federal and provin¬ 
cial governments. 

The 1837 BNA Act. which 
established Canadian Confed¬ 
eration and divides powers 
between the federal govern¬ 
ment and the nrovlacee. re¬ 
mains a British statute that 
can only be amended at 
Westminster. 

“Canadians just want to 
get It over with," Trudeau

When the members of the first Greenpeace expedi- 
tioa tailed north oa their abottivs missba to halt the 
Amchitka nuclear tost, they b opped at oa abandoned 
whaling station at Aknian haj In the Aleullaa Isianda. 
The sight of the whales’ bleached bones an the shore 
there stirred ta the Phyllis Oormnek’t crew “a tense that 
tome major pobt hM been mltsed, that Incalcnlable 
damage had already been done, and that we were 
. loo late.” 

' Suddenly.” Robert Hunter writes, ”... It was not 
enough W shM human beings from their own folly. We 
would have to shield the nonhumans too, or without them 
there would be a. <. dsterioratibo ef the great system of 
order underlying the whole flow of life on tbe planet.” 

That, hriafly, b the premise and belief behind the 
actions of every ece-gueiriUa an thb boaatiful pl anet we 
arc bound Inextricably b a whole with every creature 
ibat shares this space, and that to do damage to one b to 
do damage to all. TbSave a Whole might well be entitled 
To Save a Human. 

To save a whale, of course, requires human risk — 
what meaningful actioa doesn't? — and Hunter's autter- 
of-fact accounl of tbe Phyllis Carmack's, and later the 
converted mine sweeper the James Bay's, encounters 
with (he Russian whaling fleet b the Pacific manages 
b subtly coovey at bast a portion of the teusioa, 
excitement and exhilaration coursing through the veins 
of Gree n pe a ce's polyglot crews. 

Wbelber the whalers ever actively threatened 
Greenpeace b a moot pobt; Just being there b an 
InflataMe boat on Ibe Pacific swells b closing fog chasing

OTTAWA (CP) - Th« 
Bank of Canada moved Fri¬ 
day (or the fifth time this 
year to bolster a weak dollar 
by increasino its Interest rate 
on loans to the chartered 
banks to 19.2} per cent from 
9.} per cent, effective Mon- 
day 

The increase, the largest of 
five so far this year, brings 
the rate to its highest level 
since the central bank was 
established in the depression 
days of lUi. 


The Bank of Canada rate is 
usually a trend-setter for 
rates set by other financial 
institutions in the private 
sector for loans and bank ac¬ 
counts.' 

Gerald Bouey, the bank's 
govenior, said the interest 
rate gap between Canada and 
U.S. rates was narrow. 

Canada needs substantially 
higher Interest rates than the 
U..S. to attract foreign capi¬ 
tal, mostly from the U.S.. 


that would help support the 
value of the dollar. 

The action was taken as 
thrre-year-oM federai con¬ 
trols on dividend paymeiAs 
by corporations ended and 
several major U.S. banks. In¬ 
cluding Citibank, the second 
largest in the U.S.. raised 
their interest rates. 

Bouey said since the last 
bank rate change on Sept. U, 
interest rates in the U.S. have 
risen substantially.

stances, Canada's balance of 
payments and the exchange 
rate for the dollar required a

The country's deficit in bal¬ 
ance of payments, expected 
to be about }4 billion this year 
for the third year in a row, 
has been cited as a major 
(actor behind the dollar's 
weakness. 

The dollar closed at 84.}2 


cents U.S. Friday, unchanged 
from Thursday. 

There was concern earlier 
this week the problem might 
be worsened by a large flow 
of money out of Canada as 
companies sought to take ad¬ 
vantage of the end of divi¬ 
dend controls. 

Bouey said while the gov¬ 
ernment Is giving high prior¬ 
ity to defending the dollar 
through the interest rate 
hikes, he expected the central 


bank will be able to meet Its 
targets for growth in the 
money supply. The growth 
target now it between six and 
II per cent. 

Higher interest rates are 
regarded as a move to tighten 
the amount of money avail¬ 
able for investment Inside the 
country. Critics of the five 
hikes since last March, when 
the central bank's rate stood 
at 7.} per cent, have argued 
that the Increases will dis¬ 


courage domestic investment 
and create more unemploy¬ 
ment. 

The three-quarters-of-one- 
per-cent jump announced 
Friday is the largest of the 
five Increases this year. The 
others were all one-half of 
one per cent 

But previous increases in 
the bank's rate have had little 
permanent effect in helping 
the dollar.

Mail dispute 
crisis peaks 
on Monday 


OTTAWA (CP) — The pos¬ 
tal crunch comes Monday, 
when the union will have a 
mandate from naembers to 
call a national strike and the 
government will bitroduce a 
bill to order them back to 
work If they are off the job. 

Postmaster-General Gilles 
Lamonlagne threatened the 
back-U>-work bill Friday, just 
one day after the union was in 
a legal strilte position. 

The government held off 
the introductloa of the bill 
until Monday to give a new 
negotiating effort between 
the union and Acting Labor 
.Minister Andre Ouellet a 
chance to work. 

While union president 
Jean-Oaude Parrot accepted 
the labor department's inter¬ 
vention, he criticixed the gov¬ 
ernment's swift move for 
threatening back-to-work leg¬ 
islation. 

Parrot, president of the 
23,000-member Canadian 


I'nioo of Postal Workers, said 
the union feels “that in the 
interests of both postal srork- 
ers and the public. It is criti¬ 
cal that the problema in the 
post office be resolved.” 

"And H is impossible to 
achieve a resohitlon by shov¬ 
ing the problems under a 
blanket of repressive legisla¬ 
tion that deprives workers of 
their legal rights.” 

Postal workers in several 
centres, mostly In eastern 
Canada, walked off their Jobs 
Friday before the union's ex¬ 
ecutive issued a national 
strike call. 

Parrot met Ouellet briefly 
Friday afternoon and agreed 
to talk again Monday after 
consulting other executives 
of his anioo on the weekend. 

While Parrot and Ouellet 
were meeting. Prima Utaiis- 
ler Trudeau told a high school 
audience "I give you my 
word" that postal workers 
will be ocder^ back to their 
jobs if strikes continue.''

A collision course 
in Mountie probe 


OTTAWA (CP) — The 
McDonald commission into 
RCndP wrongdoing set itself 
on a collision course with the 
goveroment Friday, declar¬ 
ing It alone will decide wheth¬ 
er cabinet documents about 
the force should be made 
public. 

At the same time Prime 
Minister Trudeau was telling 
t.lOO high school students 
that the cabinet alone will 
decide which documents the 
commission caa sec. the 
commission firmly rejected 
that argument. 

“It is for the commission, 
and not (or any other author¬ 
ity U> decide." Justice David 
McDonald of Alberta said in a 
hearing called specially td 
deliver his decision in this 
dispute with the govern¬ 
ment. 

He repeated that “the gen¬ 
eral principle guiding the 
commission will be the desir¬ 


ability of hearing evidence ia 
public." 

Trudeau, at a question-and-

Thalidomide 
victim 
gives birth 


GRIMSBY, England (Reu 
ter) — Elaine Dale, an 18- 
year-oM thalidomide victim, 
became a mother Friday, the 
first British victim of the de¬ 
forming drug to bear a 
child. 

A hoapilal spokesman in 
this northeastern England 
town said the baby girl was 
normal and doing well. The 
mother, who bad been born 
with no arms, also was doing 
well. 

She was among hundreds of 
children In Britain and other 
countries who were born 
without limbs or with other 
deformities after their moth¬ 
ers took tbe drug during preg- 
aancy. Thalidomide was 
withdrawn In IMl. 

In London. Dr. Philip (jui- 
bell. medical officer to the 
trust fund set up far thalido¬ 
mide victims, said medkal 
experts had expected the 
baby to be normal 
"There Is no risk at all of 
transmission of the effects of 
the drug," he said. “Any of 
the girls or boys who marry 
will have perfectly healthy 
and normal children—this is 
very reassuring."

A “boys-only" advertise¬ 
ment that appeared In Fri¬ 
day morning's ColoiiisI has 
drawn a loud protest from 
human rights workers and 
women's groups. 

The human rights branch 
Is Investigating the adver 
tlsemeaU according to depu¬ 
ty director Reg Newkirk, (ol- 
liiwing official complaints 
lodged with the branch. He 


said Uie ad contravenes tbe 
Human Rights Code because 
it la aimed at boys qnly, and 
It “damn tich" because It 
seeks to reduce tbe parent- 
child relatlooahip to econom- 
ict. 

The quarter-page adver- 
Usement, headed “How to 
bring your son'* world a little 
cloter to your own,” ap¬ 
pealed to fathers to enlist 
their tons at newspaper car¬ 
riers. It waa, said circulation 
director Roy Comiie. intend¬ 


ed to draw attentton to and 
to enhance the (atber-aon re¬ 
lationship. 

Although the advertlae- 
ment It aimed at fathers, and 
says “This opportunity Is 
available to boys who are 12 
years old or older," it wu not 
Intended tbe Imply that girls 
need not apply, Ccunrle said. 
In (act, the newspaper em¬ 
ploys girls as carriers. Past 
ads have showed both boys 
and girls as carriers. 

Comrie said he had bad 


some complaints sbout the 
ad from women. It shoered. 
he said, that tbe ad was 
drawing attention. The ad 
was the lost of a series of 
promotional series, and was, 
he (olL “effective." 

Tbe main thing was to get 
across tbe message that car¬ 
riers arc needed. “We'll lake 
almost anyone—boys, girls, 
or adults."

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Duke Point project clears more hurdles 


NANAIMO — Progress was made hefe this 
week toward an agreement between the city of 
Nanaimo and B.C. Development Corporation on 
servicing and rezoning of Duke Point. 

The council and BCDC agreed on two of four 
outstanding issues, and believed they were close to 
agreement on a third. The fourth issue, rezoning, 
will await the outcome of sUff meetings. 

BCDC project director Peter Breikss of Van 
couver told the council that the development com¬ 
pany would drop its request for 66-foot road right- 
of-way and give the city an 80-foot allowance. 

Breikss bad said the larger right-of-way meant 


three acres less of land for the development cor¬ 
poration to sell. 

But, both Aid. GIno Sedola and public works 
director A. W. MacDonald said that the smaller 
road allowance could be costly to the city in the 
future if the road needed expansion to three 
lanes. 

MacDonaid said that the 80-foot allowance was 
a requirement of the city’s new engineering stan¬ 
dards. 

Provincial government commitments will be 
necessary for the agreement in principle on servic¬ 
ing to become agreement in fact. 


The city has agreed that BCDC need pay no 
extra costs for water and sewer for the project if 
the provincial government gfves the city the usual 
grants for such projects. 

City administrator Ted Chace said that the fed¬ 
eral and provincial grants would reduce the cost 
enough that the cost of these services could be 
borne by the usdrs. 

The city Is also asking for guarantees from the 
provincial highways department that highway ac¬ 
cess to Duke Point will built by the province and 
maintained for five years. 

Still outstanding Is the issue of who will pay for 


engineering drawings If the project does not go 
ahead. , 

BCDC haa agreed to lend the city money for the 
engineering work on the servicing, but wants the 
money paid back, whether or not the project goes 
ahead. 

Hie city said that it cannot legally do this. That 
problem was left to staff to sort out. 

Rezoning of the Duke Point land will also be left 
to staff and BCDC to discuss, with straight rezoning 
of development permits two options. 

Mayor Prank Ney has asked city hall staff to 
try to have the Duke Point package ready for 
council consideration by the week of Oct. 23.

Korchnoi, who says he Is fighting a “political war" 
on the chest board, defeated Karpov In their Jlst game 
of the match to tie the series at five victories apiece

IT WAS probably the moot amazing comeback in the 
history of world championship play, making It now a 
sort of a sudden-death affair. 

The two were scheduled to sUrt battling It out today 
for a sixth and deciding victory. 

Friday saw the conclusion of the list game of the 
three-month-long match, which has attracted as much 
attention for its bizarre off-board byplay—complaints 
of hypnotism, secret messages passed via yogurt, 
pre-game meditation with yogis—as for its champion¬ 
ship chess. 


•T will keep on fighting,” the t7-year-old Korchnoi 
vowed after methodically routing the Soviet champion 
in Friday's play. 

JUST TWO wee^ ago Korchnoi trailed Karpov, 27, 
by five games to two. His comeback since then has 
been "incredible . . probably unprecedented in world 
che.ss match history,” said British chess master Harry 
Golombek. 

The first to win six games gets the championship 
and 1250,080. The loser gets $200,000 of the all-time 
record purse.

that Inflation may be worse than the admln- 
istratloa's already gloomy outlook. 

"This has reinforced the president's deter- 
minatioa to strengthen our efforts." 

While Strauss said Carter would employ 
all his authority to help control Inflation, 
he specifically excluded mandatory wage 
and price controls, which the president 
lacked the power to impose in any event.

Jim Kinnaird 
edges closer 
to labor post

Jim Kinnaird appeared a 
step eloaer Thurs^y to (he 
new throne of power in the 
B.C. Federation of Labor. 

His dectsion to shed his 
leadership role with the 
building trades unions was 
being viewed as a final prepa- 
ration for the November elec¬ 
tion that will give the UO.IMO- 
member federation its first 
full-time president. 

However, Kinnaird wasn't 
ready to commit himself. 

"niere has been a lot of 
scuttlebutt about (he conveo- 
tiun going on. but there has 
been no definite derision so 
far. There are a lot of bridges 
10 be craased," Kinnaird told 
the Colonist In a telephone 
Interview from Edmonton 
where he was to address the 
annual meeting today of the 
Canadian Contractors Asso¬ 
ciation. 

In a Sept. 24 story the 
Colonist reported lhal Ihe 
papular and strong-minded 
unionist was being touted as 
Ihe best man for the full-time 
presidency on the argument 
that he could heal the split 
(hat occurred during the 
elections two years ago. At 
that lime there was an unsuc¬ 
cessful effort to dump hard- 
nosed secretary-treasurer 
Len Guy, who has since re¬ 
tired. 

Kinnaird said In the Sep¬ 
tember interview that he 
hadn't made up his mind and 
that his first concern was the 
convention of the. building 
trades council at (he end of 
October. The federation con¬ 
vention begins three weeks 
later. 

“I had made a commit¬ 
ment to inform my executive 
board (building trades coun¬ 
cil) whether I would seek re- 
election as president of the 
council. 1 told them yester¬ 
day I would not be seeking 
re-election,” Kinnaird said. 


He conceded this would ap¬ 
pear to be “paving the way a 
bit" (or the federation elec 
lions, but added: “There has 
been a lot of talk about cau¬ 
cuses being held here and 
there to decide who I wanted 
to run with me. But I want to 
point out that I haven't per¬ 
sonally been to ally of these 
things. Besides, if it comes 
to that, I think the best cau¬ 
cus Is the convention itself. 
That’s the only caucus that 
has a vote.” 

Kinnaird has won confi¬ 
dence as a no-nonsense but 
fair administrator within the 
labor movement and during 
his term as associate deputy 
labor minister following the 
election of the former NDP 
government. 

He Is seen as the one man 
likely to gain wide support 
from both sides of Ihe federa¬ 
tion's rift. Those backing him 
say they believe he would be 
unchallenged if he stood for 
election, although a fight 
might be expected at the 
vice-president and secretary- 
treasurer level. 

The Job of federation presi¬ 
dent has been part-time until 
now with the full-time role 
going to the secretary-trea¬ 
surer. While filling that job. 
Guy (ell into disfavor with 
(hose who said his blunt and 
unsophisticated manner was 
damaging the reputation of 
the labor movement, and that 
It had played a part In the 
defeat of the NDP. 

Those who supported him 
In hIs successful bid (or re- 
election two years ago ac¬ 
cused his opponents of put¬ 
ting the NDP ahead of the 
labor movement. The elec¬ 
tion fight was a brutal one 
that left a lot of bad feel¬ 
ings. 

Dave .MacIntyre recently 
replaced Guy as secretary- 
treasurer. President George 
Johnston has said he will not 
run again. 


Community Aasoclallon mon¬ 
opolized Ihe public hearing at 
which the proposal was dealt 
with. 

The project was to consist 
of 23 single family homes of 
1.600 sguare feet each on 
about ooe-aod-one-half acres 
of land at Boyd and Luxton 
in James Bay. 

According to the zero-lot- 
line principle, which has been 
Iried out successfully in 
many parts of the world, two 
nr more of the units were to 
abut each other, leaving as 
much open space as possible. 
The project was proposed by 
Daon Development Corpora¬ 
tion. 

James Bay residents told 
council the development was 
too dense. They said they 
“could live with 16 or 17 
units.” 

The project had been ap¬ 
proved by Ihe city's Advisory 
Planning Commission after 
months of work put in by Ihe 
planning department. 

The property is now zoned 
for m^ium-density use, al¬ 
lowing 25 units an acre or 37 
on the total site, but steps 
have already been taken to 
rezone it to RJ, a new zoning 
category which would permit 
the same density as the pro¬ 
ject which was shot down. 

The residents told council 
they would prefer a duplex 
zoning for (he land. If it were 
rezoned to duplex use an esti¬ 
mated 10 double uniLs could 
be built on it. 

Mayor Michael Young 
made a last-ditch attempt to 
.salvage Ihe scheme by ta 
bling the application (or a 
land-use contract, but a mo¬ 
tion to that effect was turned 
down. 

Council instead received 
and filed the application, ef¬ 
fectively killing chances (or 
the project to surface again 
in its present form. 

The aldermen also rejected 
an application (or construc¬ 
tion of a duplex at 264-268 
Dallas Road because the 
property was 1,800 square 
feet short of the minimum for 
duplex use. 

The fact that the property 
in question is locate in an 
area zoned entirely (or du¬ 
plex use and is surrounded by 
other duplexes had no effect 
on Ihe aldermen. 

That proposal too was at¬ 
tacked by Ihe (wo James Bay 
community groups. 


Big M.A.C. 
once again 
under attack 

Who's playing around with (he minutes of Big 
MAC.? 

Janet Baird, chairman of the Camosun College 
council, Thurs<lay night charged officials of Ihe edu 
cation ministry’s Management Advisory Council, 
which Includes top administrators and trustees of the 
province’s community colleges, with either intentional 
misrepresentation of t{ie council's actions or “gross 
incompetence.” 

The council, established as part of the Colleges 
and Provincial institutes Act, has been attacked be- 
fore by Mrs. Baird, and she repeated her earlier 
concerns Thursday at a meeting of Camosun Col¬ 
lege council, that the M.A.C. would require radical 
restructuring if it was to ever be more than a ruh^r 
stamp for the education ministry. 

ITie council members, after much prodding of the 
ministry, have been able to get agendas in advance so 
that they could review them before M.A.C. meetings, 
but even then “thick addendums are still being put 
before us at the last minute.” Mrs. Baird said. 

She added that members of the council have 
learned to read the minutes of previous M.A.C. meet¬ 
ings carefully, since the minutes, taken by a ministry 
of education official, tend to be very inaccurate. 

“The colleges agreed, very strongly, at the last 
meeting, that Dec. 31 was the day on which the 
colleges should be designated” and thus officially 
come under the Colleges and Provincial Institutes Act. 
Mrs. Baird told the council. 

"But somehow. It came out as Feb I in the 
minutes.” 

Feb. I is the day in which college councils have 
started their new administrative years in the past. 

The error was noted by a half-dozen college repre 
sentatives at the latest M.A.C. meeting when Ihe 
minutes came up for approval 

“I don't know whether it was Intentional or due lo 
gross incompetence,” she said of the error.

OTTAWA (CP) - Th, 
Bank of Canada movrd Pii 
day for Iho fifth ilmo this 
year to bolster a s-eak dollar 
by Increasing Its Interest rate 
on loans to (be chartered 
banks to ia.2k per cent from 
t.5 per cent, effective Mon¬ 
day. 

The increase, the largest of 
five so far this year, brings 
the rale to its highest level 
since the central bank was 
aatablished in the depression 
days of ItU. 


The Bank of Canada rate it 
usually a trend setter for 
rates set by other financial 
Institutions in the private 
sector for loans and bank ac¬ 
counts. 

Gerald Bouey, the bank's 
governor, said the interest 
rate gap between Canada and 
U.S. rates was narrow. 

Canada needs substantially 
higher Interest rates than the 
U.S. to attract foreign capi¬ 
tal, mostly from the U.S., 


that would help support the 
value of the dollar. 

The action was taken as 
three-year-old federal con¬ 
trols on dividend payments 
by corporations ended and 
several major U.S. banks, in¬ 
cluding Citibank, the second- 
largest in the U.S., raised 
their Interest rales. 

Bouey said since the last 
bank rate change on Sept. 11.

OTTAWA (CP) — The pos¬ 
tal crunch comes Monday, 
when the union will have a 
mandate from members to 
call a national strike and the 
government will introduce a 
bill to order them back to 
work if they are off the job. 

Postmaster-General Oilles 
Lamontagne threatened the 
back-to-work bill Friday, just 
one day after the union was in 
a legal strike position. 

The government held off 
the Introduction of the bill 
until Monday U> give a new 
negotiating effort between 
the union and Acting Labor 
Minlater Andre Ouellet a 
chance to work. 

While union president 
Jean-Claude Parrot accepted 
the labor department's Inter- 
ventioo. he criticized the gov 
ernment's swift move for 
threatening back-to-work leg¬ 
islation. 

Parrot, president of the 
23.000-member Canadian 


Union of Postal Workers, said 
the union feels "that in the 
Interests of both postal work¬ 
ers and the public. It Is criti¬ 
cal that the problems in the 
post office be resolved.” 

“And It is Impossible to 
achieve a resolutioa by shov¬ 
ing the problems under a 
blanket of repressive legisla¬ 
tion that deprives workers of 
their legal rights.” 

Postal wooers In several 
centres, mostly in eastern 
Canada, walked off their jobs 
Friday before the union's ex 
ecutlve issued a national 
strike call. 

Parrot met Ouellet briefly 
Friday afternoon and agreed 
to talk again Monday after 
consulting other executives 
of bis union on the weekend. 

While Parrot and Ouellet 
were meeting. Prime Minis 
ter Trudeau told a high school 
audience “1 give you my 
word that postal, workers 
will be ordered back to their 
jobs if strikes continue."

He reiterated his govern¬ 
ment's position that any com¬ 
mission hearings dealing 
with "confidential govern¬ 
ment papers” must be held 
behind closed doors.

Thalidomide 
victim 
gives birth 


GRIMSBY, England (Reu 
ter) — Elaine Dale, an 18- 
year-old thalidomide victim, 
became a mother Friday, the 
first British victim of the de¬ 
forming drug to bear a 
child. 

A hospital spokesman in 
this northeastern England 
town said the baby girl was 
normal and doing well. The 
mother, who had been bom 
with no arms, also was doing 
well. 

She was among hundreds of 
children in Britain and other 
countries who were bom 
without limbs or with other 
deformities after their moth¬ 
ers took the drug during preg 
nancy. Thalidomide was 
withdrawn In 1981. 

In London. Dr. Philip ()ul- 
bell. medical officer to the 
trust fund set up (or thalido¬ 
mide victims, said medical 
experts had expected the 
baby to be normal 

"There Is no risk at all of 
transmission of the effects of 
the drug,” he said. "Any of 
the girls or boys who marry 
will have perfectly healthy 
and normal children—this is 
very reassuring "

Although the advertise 
ment Is aimed at fathers, and 
says "This opportunity is 
available to boyt who are 12 
years old or older." It was not 
intended to Imply that girls 
need not apply, Comrie said, 
le (act, the newspaper em¬ 
ploys girls as carriers. Pest 
ada have shown both boys 
and girls as carriers 

Comrie said he had had 


some cumplaints about the 
ad from women It showed, 
he said, that the ad was 
drawing attention. The ad 
was the last of a series of 
promodonal series, and was. 
he felt, “effective." 

The mala thing was to get 
icross the message that car¬ 
riers are needed. "We'll take 
almost anyone—boys, girls, 
or adults.” 

One problem with the ad. 
according to Newkirk, was 
that it circum.scribed occupa 


liunal upporlunities for girls 
in Victoria, restricting Ihe 
carrier field to boys. "There 
is a sexual discrimination as- 
peel to the ad which as a 
human rights worker and as 
the parent of a daughter and 
a son I am concerned about." 
he said. 

Another matter of concern 
■0 Newkirk was the effect 
upon mothers who are single 
parents, since only fathers 
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
